reaches you, peace will be 
assured. We area long way 
off from home, and very little 
news reaches us. We have a 
rumor, however, that there is 
a new Secretary of War.” 
It is stated at the War De- 
partment that Gen. Lawton is 
the last man who would en- 
tertain any belief in the sur- 
render of the enemy until he 
was assured of it beyond any 
doubt. Army officers say that 
the moral effect of the an- 
nounced intention of throw- 
ing an army of nearly sixty- 
three thousand men against 
the enemy is already showing 
itself, and that there is prob- 
ability that the campaign next 
fall will be of short duration. 
Added significance is given 
to the letter from the fact that 
it reached Washington this 
morning, almost simultane- 
ously with a rumor that over- 
tures for peace have been or 
are about to be made by 
Aguinaldo.

OPERATIONS SINCE THE AMERI- 
CANS TOOK SAN FERNANDO. 


| Filipinos Made One of the Most Stub- 
born Resistrnees of the Cam- 
paign at Angeles—Reasscmble 
for Fresh Attacks—Rebels Short 
of Provisions. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

MANILA, Aug. 19 (wired from Hong- 
kong, Aug. 22.)—[By Asiatic Cable.] 
The Filipino rebels. appear to retain 
much more of a fighting than 
might be expected afier their recent 
San Fernando experience and Gen. 
Lawton’s drubbings in the south. After 
giving up San Fernando with a feeble 
struggle, they intrenched themselves at 
Angeles, working fer several days and 
impressing mon-combatants into the 
work, thus saving the armed men for 
the fighting. They engaged Lieut.-Col. 
Smith’s regiment and the artillery 
warmly for four hours, making one of 
the most stubborn resistances of the 
campaign. But the Americans are in- 
debted to the usual poor marksman- 
ship of the Filipinos, as well as their 
own strategy, for their small losses. 

In the province of Cavite, gvhere it 
was supposed the rebels had been scat- 
tered and demoralized beyond recuper- 
ation, they have assembled an army of 
several thousand ‘men, distributed 
among the important towns from the 
lake to the bay. 

After the San Fernando engagement 
the rebels atempted to deter the Amer- 
icans from a further advance north- 
ward by menacing the railroad com- 
munications. Several hundred of Gen. 
y¥Pio del Pilar’s men crossed the Rio 
Grande, between the American outpost 
towns and threatened Baluag, Quingua 
and other places with small American 
garrisons, while during Sunday and 
Monday nights smaller bands tried to 
tear’ up the railroad tracks at various 
points between Bigaa and Malolos. 
Reinforcements of American troops, 
however, were sent along the railroad 
from Manila to San Fernando, while 
the forces at Balag and Quingua sal- 
lied out against Gen. Pio del Pilar'’s 
men. and the rebels were easily driven 
away. In brushes between the. Fili- 
pinos and *the Americans during three 
davs, the Americans lost several men, 
while the Filipinos’s loss was heavy.

there is:

‘ager e that the scarcity of food is in- 
creasing, and ‘that the rebel command- 
ers at Aparri and other points refused 
‘to obey Aguinaldo’s orders in regard 
to closing the ports held by the rebels 
against American ships, and say that 
any ship bringing stores will be wel- 
comed. Several ships from Manila are 
now at these ports. 
Hundreds of people come into Ma- 
nila daily and return to the rebel lines 
with food and other commodities. The 
guards stationed along the road re- 
ported that 5000 persons passed through 
the lines in three days, and that forty- 
five tons of rice were carried out in 
small parcels on the same road in ten 
days. Much of this undoubtedly goes 
to aid the rebels, but the authorities 
permit this trafic from motives of 
charity toward the women and chil- 
dren, who are undoubtedly suffering. 
Gen. MacArthur is establishine mu- 
nicipal governments in the villages 


north of Manila. The Mayor of Baluag, 


the first town where Gen. Lawton es- 
tablished the same rule, who was sup- 
posed to be one of the most friendly 
and trustworthy of the natives, hs-s 
been placed in jail, charged with ar- 
ranging with the rebels for an attack . 
on the town. 

The American troops have been vwith- 
drawn from all that part of the coun- 
try which was half-cleared of rebels 


in the expedition of the Americans in 
June last. The rebels have returned 
to San Mateo, which was abandoned 
for the third time after its recent cap- 
ture. 

It is alleged that more than half the 
howitzer ammunition used during the 
fight at Angeles was: defective, and 
failed to explode. '

TEN-HOUR ATTACK. 


People of Cumurtpa 
Repel Assault, 


Three Hundred Indians Kill Five 
Men and Women, 


They Carry Off Several Dead of 
Their Own. 


Two Troops of Cavalry Ordered vw 
the Scene—Particulars of the 
Pighting at Vicam and Vicin- 
ity—Soldiers Get Sunstroke. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 
‘AUSTIN (Tex.,) Aug. 22.—A_ dis- 
patch from Chihuahua, Mex., says the 
military authorities there received tel- 
egraphic advices today of an attack 
on the town of Cumuripa by a band 
of 300 Yaqui Indians, The place Was 
without military protection, but the 
Mexican citizens barricaded them- 
selves in their adobe huts, and resisted 
the attack for ten hours, when the In- 
dians withdrew. feveral houses /ere 
burned by the Indians, and ‘ive men 
and women were killed. It is thought 
that 2 number of Indians were Lilied, 
but as they were corricd off, the num- 
ber of casualties cannot be definitely 
stated. 

As soon as the Indians withdrew, @ 
courier was sent to Torrin for military. 
protection, an two troops of cavalry 
have been ordered to Cumuriva. — 

BATTLES AROUND VICAM. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.

Vicam it required a desperate struggle 
before the Indians were driven from 
their position. 

In three regiments iwo Mexicans. 
were killed, and twenty-two wounded, 
among the latter being two captains, 
Reynaldo Aportal and Aurelio, both of 
the Eleventh Regiment. -forty Yaquis 
were killed, 2nd the :umber of wounded 
is known to have been héavy. 

The Yaquis retreated in the jungle to 
the southwest, and were followed wy 
Gen. Torres, overtcok them about 
twenty-two miles below Potem. The 
Indians numbered nbout seven hun- 
dred, while the seneral’s command 
was 1000 strong. The bottle was fought 
Aug. 18, and the Mexicans had two men 
killed and nineteen wounded. Twenty 
dead Indians were found in the holes 
from which they fought. 

Lorette Villa, one of the chiefs who 
led the Yaquis in their ten years’ war, 
is now fighting with the Mexican ¢rmy. 
He led the troops through a _ heath, 
and they were enabled to make a des- 
perate atiack, badly worsting the In- 
dians’ right. 

When the general entered the church 
at Vicam, shortly after .oking jposses- 
sion, he found evidences indicating 
that Father Beltran and ihe Josephine 
sisters, who are prisoners ‘of the In- - 
dians, had left there nbout four hours 
before. The «andles in the altar were 
burning, and in their living rooms e@v- 
erything was in order and dinner cook. 
ing on the fireplace. In all their war- 
fare the Yequis have never been 
known to have killed a priest, the’ 
priests being always well treated and 
protected by the religious tribes. 

During the march of 200 men of the 
One Hundred and Fifteenth Regiment 
from Batamota! station io Torrin, 
there were ten deaths from sunstrokeg 
and sixty-six prostrations, and two 
deoths among them when they. reached 
Torrijin August 14. 


LONDON TO DAWSON. 


New Record of Seventeen Days for 
the Trip. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—A_ special to 
the Tribune frem Victor, B. C., say®@ 
that from London, Englond, to Dawson 
City, on the Klondike, in seventeen 
days, is the new record, made by @ 
mining engineer from South Africa. He 
left London for Southampton by train, 
caught an Atlantic liner, in which he 
crossed the ocean, in a little over six 
days. 

The trip from New York to Van- 
couver was made in four days. From 
Seattle the trip to Skagueay was made 
in less than three days. Close con- 
nections were made with the White 
Pass and Yukon Railroad and the 
lake and river boats, and he was lande@ 
in Dawson seventeen days from Lon- 
don.

RENNES. Aug. 22.—[By Atlantic 
Cable] Today was Maitre Labori's 
flay at the Lycée, where Capt. Dreyfus 
Is ‘standing trial on a charge of trea- 
gon. Labori was the central figure of 
the scene. As the Dreyfus drama wn- 
rolled before a crowded court this aft- 
ernoon, his tall. Viking-like form, 
draped in a long biack gown, bordered 
with ermine, sitting in front of the 
footlights, was the magnet, which, 
from the moment the curtain was run 
up until it fell at noon, drew all re- 
gards, not merely giances of curiosity, 
but the steady gaze of admiration. 

Labori did what the people had ex- 
pected. He galvanized the dormant 
defense into an active, living thing. M. 
Demzange is conciliatory. He has al- 
Ways seemed to fear to tread on the 
military corn. Labori is a gladiator, 
and aiways speaks to touch his foe to 
the quick. Let there be the slightest 
opening in his opponent's defense, and 


he thrusts home. 

Today when M. Demange found noth- 
ing to ask a witness, M. Labori’s quick 
eye discovered weak spots, and he came 
forward with searching questions. La- 
bori cornered Mercier on the Schneider 
letter, which the latter had used in 
evidence, and which Col. Schneider nad 
repudiated as a forgery. The general 
Was surprised when Labori suddenly 
demanded that M. Mercier be recaiied. 
‘Evidently he hoped the tribunal would 
support him in refusing to explain how 
he got a copy of a letter which was of 
later date than his incumbency as 
Minister of Wer. 

But Labori was not to be denied. He 
insisted that Mercier should give some 
explenaticn. Then, after hesitating, 
Mercier decMred that he would assume 
all the responsibility attaching to his 
possession of the document. This, as 
Labori intended it should be, was a 
demonstration of communication by the 
general staff of part, at least, of the 
gecret dossier to an ordinary soldier, 
such as Mercier became immediately 
on leaving the Ministry “of War. 

Gen. Mercier made a pitiable exhi- 
bition. M. Labori, in a passion, fairly 
thundered his questions. “‘What can 
be the value of documents,” said he, 
“which we cannot see and cannot dis- 
cuss; documents for which it is impos- 
sible to Know who takes the responsi- 
bility? £L,appeal to you, Mr. President, 
to'be gad enough to ask Gen Mercier 
how t document came into his pos- 
session.’’ 

Mercier, driven into a corner, feebly 
evaded the question. 

“Mr. President,’’ continued Labori, 
“T insist that a reply be given. Gen. 
Mercier has sworn to repeat the whole 
truth. I must insist that the questions 
respectfully tendered by the defense 
be answered by him. The court-mar- 
tial, unlike the Court of Cassation, 
has to deal with the whole range of 
the aifair: and itis necessary that com- 
plete light be thrown upon it. I in- 
sist that Gen. Mercier answer me, for 
it is my right.” 

After Mercier’s shuffling collapse, M. 
Labori sank back into h’s armehair, 
Sreat beads of perspiration § standing 
on his forehead, but his countenance 
Was radiant with satisfaction et the 
impression he had made. When La- 
bori had attained his object and forced 
a confession of grave violation of law 
on the part of Gen. Mercier, he gave 
a smile of grim satisfaction and added 
significantly: “I shall have’ other 
questions to put to Gen. Mercier.” 

The scene was highly dramatic, and 
made a profound impression upon all 
the spectators. Gen. Mercier must 
now be spending a very miserable 
evening, for, as the result of this ad- 
mission, and with the additional charge 
of communicating secret documents 
to the court-martial of 1894, he is liable 
to arrest at any moment. Indeed, 
some peonle think it not impossible 
that he will be lying in the military 
prison adjoining the cell of Capt. Drey- 
fus before the week is out.

As M. Labori, still accompanied by 
Mme, Labori, accompanied by his phy- 
sicians,entered the courtroom, the audi- 
ence greted him by standing up, nd 
there was a general roar of applause, 
accompanied by the clapping of hands. 
Tears sprong to the eyes of the 
wounded man, who was evidently enmp- 
Iv offected by the warm welcome ac- 
corded him. Among those who greeted 


He was conducted to a 
light, well-cushioned arm chair, In- 
stead of the ordinary cane-bottom, fe- 
hind the table set apart for the iaw- 
yers. Mme. Labori, who entered the 
courtroom ahead cf her husband, olso 
received a hearty «sreeting. As the 
took a seat in court she was 
rounded by friends, who overwhelmed 
her with congratulations on her hus- 
band’s recovery, to which gh srmilingly 
responded. 

At first the audience seemed énppre- 
hensive that Col. Jouaust, president of 
the court might treat the applause of 
M. Labori as a demonstration which 
‘would warrant him in ecleoring the 
court. It began, therefore, with a few 
timid claps of the hand, but was goon 
followed by general opplause on the 
part of the whe’: audience, with the 
exception of o few standing at the 
back of the courtroom. . 

As M. Labori shook hands with Gens. 
Billot and Mercier, who smilingly eon- 
gretulated him on being able to rean- 
pear in the case, the lawyer thanked 
them for calling at his residence while 
he was in bed. 

Dreyfus entered the courtroom soon 
after, and after havinz saluted the 
judges, turned to M. Labori with out- 
stretched hand, a smile of keen pleas- 
ure lighting up his pale and usually 
impassive features. The lawyer took 
the prisoner's hand and _ shook it 
warmly, whereupon Dreyfus gave him 
another look of gratitude, and took his 
seat in front of counsel's table with his 
back toward them. Col. Jouamst next 
read an address to M. Labori, the tone 
being quite sympathetic. The lawyer 
made an impassioned reply. He was 
deeply affected, and his veice was clear, 
though not so strong as before he was 
shot. He was very nervous and ex- 
cited, and swayed to and fro as he de- 
lisered his reply. His hearers were 
profoundly impressed. Labori’s reply 
to the president considerably fatigued 
him, and he sat down flushed and hold- 
ing his side. He afterward once opr 
twiee nervously twitched his fingers, 
and an expression flitted over his face 
as though he wae suffering. 

Mme. Rejare, the celebrated actress, 
was among those present in court to- 
day. She made the trip to Rennes es- 
pecially to see the trial and return of 
M. Labori into the case. and she was 
one of those who applauded the most 
heartily his entry into the courtroom. 

The first witness today was M. Ge- 
nier, the former Prefect of Belfort. His 
testimony was favorable.to Dreyfus, 
and distinctly hostile to Esterhazy. 

Maj. Rollin of the Intelligence De- 
partment vas asked by M. Labori dur- 
ing the course of the former's testi- 
mony how a certain document, of a 
later date than Mercier’s ministry, 
came into Gen. Mercier’s possession. 
Rollin said it was not his business to 
explain, but counel insisted, asking 
whose business it was. Finally M. La- 
bori asked Col. Jouaust to request Gen. 
Mercier to explain. The general rose 
and said he declined to answer. M. La- 
bori insisted, but Mercier still refused 
to answer, and Maj. Carriere, the gov- 
ernment commissary, supported him, 
on the ground that the examination 
was entering upon a matter which 
ought not, in the interest of the’ coun- 
try, to be discussed publicly. M. La- 
bori then, in a loud voice, declared that 
he would reserve to himself the right to 
take the necessary measures to obtain 
the desired information. 

The next point was made by Dreyfus 
in his reply to Maj. Rollin. The latter 
had remarked that all the prisoner’s 
papers were seized when his rooms 
were searched in 1894, and Col. Jouaust 
said that certain papers from his text 
book, “The School of War,”’ were feund 
missing. To this the prisoner retorted: 
“Not in 1894, my colonel.”” This caused 
some sensation, as the obvious inter- 
pretation was that the pages were torn 
out at the. War Office, and that the 
fact was used against him as an in- 
sinuation that he had communicated 
the missing pages to foreign agents. 

M. Ferret, a former secretary of the 
War Office, next testified to seeing 
Dreyfus prying into other officers’ work 
during their absence, and the prisoner 
replied, excitedly, that Ferret's state- 
ments were concoctions by a former 
Minister of War, which caused a sen- 
gation. Then, in a cooler manner, the 
prisoner made a statement explaining 
the difficulties in the way of a civilian, 
such as Ferret, entering the offices of 
the general staff.

The clerk of the court read a letter 
in which, after dwelling upon his serv- 
ice, La Joux said it was in consequence 
of Henry’s exactions that the spy 
Cuers had become an enemy instead of 
an ally. He aiso described a conver- 
sation with Cuers, in which Cuers de- 
clared Dreyfus had never been heard 
of at army headquarters in Berlin, and 
thet on the news of the arrest of Drey- 
fus, Gen. Count von Waldersee sum- 
moned all the German military  at- 
tachés in Europe to Berlin, and then 
declared that not one of them had 
ever had relations with Dreyfus. Cuers 
said that he himself, had never heord 
of Dreyfus. La Joux then complained 
of his abandonment by the headquar- 
ters staff and the measures taken 
against him by officers of the Min- 
istry of War.

“In face of this,’’ said Bertin, “TI 


gradually ceased to consider him an 
assistant. He left an enormous amount 
of uncompleted work. Thus, after de- 
voting much time to initiating him into 


the secrets of the concentration of 


troops on the Eastern Railway system 
in time of war, I did not receive any 
assistance in exchange.” 


Witness added that the reports he 


gave Dreyfus when he left were such 


that he could never enter th 
devartment. Procceding, 


railroad 
the witness 


reiterated that Dreyfus was in a2 posi- 
tion to acquaint himself with the ques- 


ticns of the Eastern Railroad’s mobili- 
zation, and described a conversation 
which he had with Dreyfus jin 1893, 
which, in the opinion of the witness, 
threw a curious light on Dreyfus’s idea 


of the Fatherland. 


Lieut.-Col. Bertin also spoke of the 
comparisons of the handwritings, and 
then, turning to the prisoner’s attitude 
at the court-martial of 1894, he saia it 
painfully impressed him, and he was 
convinced of the guilt of Dreyfus by 
the evidence of M. Bertillon. When the 
witness told the Minister of War of 
his impress‘ons. the latter sent him to 
President Casimir-Perier, to whom 
Bertin expatiated on the tmjury which 
would result from the treachery of 
Dreyfus, and the harm which might re- 
sult if he escaped. According to Ber- 
tin, President Casimir-Perier appeared 
much impressed, and the witness 
gained the impression that he wags 
sneaking to a soldier who regarded 
the matter from the same point of view 
as himself. [Sensation.] 

Referring to his interviews with M. 
Scheurer-Kestner, former vice-nresi- 
dent of the Senate, “whom I always re- 
garded as an honorable man, obeying 
the dictates of his conscience,” Liéut.- 
Col. Bertin controverted part of Col. 
Picquart’s evidence on the subject. 

4t the conclusion of his deposition, 
the witness declared he never ordered 


Dreyfus to procure information con- - 


cerning the entire networks of rail- 
roads, “which the prisoner sought to 
acquire from Capt. Cuignet.” Reply- 
ing to questions on the subject of the 
alleged untimely visitor, Dreyfus, to 
his office, the witness said that the 
plans were kept in his office, and that 
Dreyfus knew the word necessary to 
open the press containing them. M. 
Scheurer-Kestner, it also appeared, 
often told the witness he was unable 
to fathom the affair, and Bertin was 
advised to have a talk with the Minis- 
ter of War. 

At this juncture the clerk of the 
court: read a letter from M. Scheurer- 
Kestner, excusing himself’ for being 
unable to attend the session cf the 
court. The letter referred to the steps

of Mathieu Dreyfus to secure the re- 
habilitation of his brother, and de- 
scribed the writer’s investigations snd 
how it was only when ‘sterhazy’s 
handwriting was shown him that hie 
hesitation ended. The letter also de- 
scribed the moments of anguish the 
writer oxperienced during the course 
of the campaign, and dwelt on the 
opinion expressed in the judgment of 
the Court of Cassation, and the coin- 
fessions of Wsterhazy that he was the 
writer of the bordereau. in conclu- 
sion, the letter said: “You will permit 
an old Alsatian, Mr. President, to ex- 
press the sentiment that the hour of 
justice will soon strike in the interest 


of the army and country.” [Great 
sensation.] 
Replying to M. Demange,' Berrtin 


further explained his connection with 
Scheurer-Kestner. At the Imanuevers 
that year witness told Gen. Billot of 
the action of M. Scheurer-Kestner was 
taking, and the general replied: “Tell 
him not to do anything. I shall appeal 
to my old friend.” 

“I telegraphed to M. Scheurer-Kest- 
ner accordingly,” said Bertin, “for 
could not enter Alsace, the Germans 
having brutally forbidden me to g0 
there.”’ 

M. Demange reminded the witness of 
@ remark he made to M. Scheurer- 
Kestner, namely: ‘“‘There are only five 
of us who know this terribte secret, 
One out of five must betray it before 
you con know anything.” 

Counsel asked if the secret was not 
thot Dreyfus was innocent. 

M. Demange. Oh, no. 

M. Demange. According to the terins 
of the conversation? 

Lieut.-Col. Bertin, energetically; No, 
no; and J]’Jl tell you why. I never con- 
cealed two things from the members 
of the Scheurer-Kestner family. Firstiy, 
that M. Scheurer-Kestner would be do. 
ing a great service if his efforts re- 
sulted in establishing the innocence of 
a man who had worn the uniform of a 
French officer; secondly, that I ws 
convinced of the guilt of Dmeyfus. 
{Sensation.] 

M. Demange. Did you not once make 
the following remark: “This Jew was 
thrust at headquarters, and we had 
to get rid of him?” 

Lieut.-Col. Bertin. No, never; I an- 
solutely ceny it. When I was in *he 
War Office, the Jewish question was 
never raised, Dreyfus was regarded 
as a comrade. I confided all my secerts 
to him, and gave him the password 
of my locker. 

A number of official neports were 
here read, unanimously recognizing 
Dreyfus as a brilliant officer who was 
anxious to succeed. The reports of 
the headquarters’ staff olone cast im- 
putations upon the prisoners charac- 
ter. 
M. Labori asked the court’s leave 
with the permission of Lieut.-Col. Bor- 
tin to question the witness on a deli- 
cate subject. He referred, continued 
counsel, to a remark made by Bertin 
at a dinner, at which M. Labori was 
present, at the house of a mutual 
friend, a fortnight after the degraida- 
tion of Dreyfus. 

“IT have absolute confidence in the 
good faith of Lieut.-Col. Bertin.” added 
M. Labori. “and I am convinced that 
if his recollections are exact enough, he 
will not hesitate to reply.” 

Bertin asked the lawyer to mention 
the name of the mutual friend who 
gave the dinner. Labori whispered the 
name, and he nodded assent. 

M. Labori. Do you remember that 


| you were among the first to suggest to 


me the belief in the innocence of Drey- 
fus? 

Bertin. No, no; it is impossible. 

Labori. Does the witness remember 
that during the course of the dinner he 
became excited in talking about Drey- 
fus? 

The witness pointed out that the 
terms of the intimacy which prevailed 
at the dinner must be taken into ac- 


count: reminded M. Labori that he was 


an old friend of his father’s, and won- 
dered whether counsel was still the 
same man, who, taking the witness's 
hands on the occasion of the dinner, 
said: 
have done for my father.” 

“T do not forget the words,” said M. 

Labori, his voice trembling at the recol- 
lections, ‘but I am referring specially 
to the somewhat strong remarks you 
made against Maitre Demange. I am 
not seeking to provoke a scene between 
Lieut.-Col., Bertin and M. Demange. 
Did you not say to me when I spoke of 
Maitre Demange’s belief in the inno- 
cence of Dreyfus: ‘Demange. Don't 
mention him. He is counsel for the 
German embassy.’ ” [Cries of ‘Oh, 
oh.”’ 
Bertin said: “If I can remember I 
will reply. I am here to tell the truth, 
and I will tell-all I know. I am here 
for the truth, like you.” 

M. Labori. When I asked why you 
said that, you replied that M. Demange 
had already defended other spies, and 
that he was an official defender. 

Lieut.-Col. Bertin admitted the truth 
of M. Labori’s statements. 

M. Labori. You should be sure re- 
garding the intervention of Maitre De- 
mange, because a barrister of his stand- 
ing is not appointed officially unless 
there are important reasons for it. 

Counsel proceeded relate how, 
when he left Lieut.-Col. Bertin, he dis- 
cussed the foregoing conversation with 
his wife, and wondered what security 
could be found in the oath or judgment 
of men who believed things so ridicu- 


lous. 

“My belief in the innocence of Drey- 
fus.’ M. Labori. added, ‘began that 
day. I give you my word of honor that 
Lieut.-Col. Bertin admitted he had a 
grudge against M. Demange, saying it 
was because he defended Dreyfus badly 
by persisting in making Dreyfus deny 
all the charges against him. Lieut.- 
Col. Bertin evidently thought Maitre 
Dtmange ought to have joined with the 
others in trying to convict Dreyfus.” 

Dreyfus here arose and objected to 
Lieut.-Col. Bertin’s insinuation. The 
prisoner recalled his sufferings and 
feverish nights on Devil’s Island, and 
reiterated ogain and again his love for 
the army and love for France. [Sensa- 
tion.] 

Col. Jouaust here declared. the inci- 
dent closed. M. Demange, however, 
interposed. ‘You will, however. allow 
me to »ppear on the scene?” [Laugh- 
ter.) Continuing. M. Demange said he 
preferred to speak in the presence of 
Lieut-Col. Bertin, adding: ‘‘As the trial 
of Dreyfus was held behind closed 
doors, Lieut.-Col. Bertin could not know 
if I defended him well or ill.’”’ 

Bertin replied: “I heard of the speech 
for the defense afterward.” — 

M. Demange then said that the fact 
thet he was chosen to defend spies was 
proof of his discretion. 

-A brief adjournment followed, and 
when the court resumed its tting, 
Maj. Gendron was called to testify re- 
garding the Austrian woman, Mme. 
Dely. . He said he had taken tea at 
her home on a single occasion, and 
that he thereafter confined himself 
to exchanging a few polite words with 
her when they met, though the gal- 
lant officer asserted that the lady urged 
him to revisit her house. He thought 
that neither the age nor the beauty of 
the lady accounted for her stylish mode 
of dress nor for the mystery of her ex- 
istence, nor the presence of her child, 
whose father was unknown to all. 
This, it appears, told the witness that 
he was dealing with an adventuress. 


He heard that she had fine acquain- 


tances, including Dreyfus, and, in view 
of the fact that in such companionship 
Dreyfus was liable to commit some 
imprudent action, the witness informed 
Lieut.-Col. Bertin of his fears. 

Referring to the organization of the 
Intelligence Department, Maj. Gendron 
said that he had viewed with deep pain 
the destruction of all the werk, the 
great patriot. Col. Sandherr, had done 
in defense of the country. 

“It is a great misfortune,” he added, 
“that such a man no longer exists.” 

Maj. Besse, Capt. Boulanger, Col. 
Jeannel, ond Mej. Maistre all testi- 
fied. In the main their evidence wos 
unintcresting, and largely surmise or 
hearsay, but it was distinctly biased 
end intended to bolster up the asser- 
tions of the generals.

That would have been a point‘calcu- 
lated to weaken the proofs against 
Dreyfus, counsel pointing out that Col. 
Jeznnel was not examined in 1894, and 
asking the cause of this irregularity. 
The date of the bordereau was given 
as April of that year, or before Col. 
Jeanne! lent the firing manual. The 
prisoner said that in 1894 he insisted 
at both thé preliminary examination 
and at thé court-martial that Col. 
Jeannel should be examined. 

“I obtained no satisfaction,’ Dreyfus 
added. “I was, however, sure of my 
acts. Col. Jeannel’s memory must be 
playing him false. Perhaps the con- 
fusion arises from the fact that I 
asked him to lend me the German fir- 
ing manual.” 

Col. Jouaust. Do-you remember that, 
Col. Jeannel? 

Jeannel. No. 

M. Labori expressed surprise that it 
vias not thought necessary in 1894 to 
examine a witness who'today, out of 
“pure caprice and for the convenience 
of the prosecution, had become an ex- 
cellent witness.’’ The court, counsel 
added, would deduct its own opinion, 

During the course of the subsequent 
proceedings, a letter written by Capt, 
Lemonier was read, repeating an al- 
leged conversation with Dreyfus when 
the latter is said to have stated that 
he followed the German maneuvers at 
Mulhouse, The prisoner briefly contro- 
verted some of Col. Jeannel’s state- 
ments, but said he would not conde- 
scend to reply to Capt. Lemonier’s as- 
sertion, nor to M. Beaurepaire’s, but, 
he added, he was extremely sorry to 
see an officer utilize the utterances of 
a witness whose immorality was ac- 
knowledged., 

The last witness of the day, Capt. 
Maistre, read a letter from an offi- 
cer, now at Nantes, affirming that 
while he was on the general staff as a 
probationer, at the same time as Drey- 
fus, the latter told the officer of his 
visit to Alsace-Lorraine, and recounted 
why he had followed the German ma- 
neuvers on foot and on _ horseback. 
This was intended to show that Drey- 
fus was not telling the truth when he 
denied having been present at any 
time at the maneuvers in Alsace-Lor- 
raine. Another part of Capt. Maistre’s 
evidence proved to be in favor of Drey- 
fus. In contradiction of other wit- 
nesses, who declared that Dreyfus fre- 
quently stayed late in the office, prying 
into other officers’ duties, Maistre de- 
clared that Dreyfus was disinclined to 
ia and left often before the regular 
time. 

The prisoner, in the tone of calm 
moderation which today distinguished 
his utterances, replied to Capt. Mais- 
tre’s allegations, and added with refer-. 
ance to M. Beaurepaire’s accusations, 
that the latter’s immorality would ere 
long be demonstrated before the court- 
> obama The court then rose for the 
ay.’ 

Maitre Labori was immediately sur- 
rounded by friends, nearly every one 
in court wishing to shake hands with 
him. He was cheerful and smiling, 
and had a few well-chosen words for 
every one. Subsequently he returned 
home in a carriage with an escort of 
two mounted gendarmes. Policemen, 
gendarmes and detectives viere also 
distributed along the road, as a pre- 
caution against fresh outrage. 

Apart from the salutations of his per- 
sonal friends, there was no demonstra- 
tion, while M, Labori was either going 
to or coming from the Lycée. 


RENNES CROWDS. 


Give Vent to Their Feelings Toward 
Dreyfus. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.].. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 22.+-The Rennes || 


correspondent of the Tribune, ' discuss- 
ing Monday’s session of the Dreyfus 
trial, says that, stirred by Sunday’s 
events in Paris, the crowds in Rennes 
gave vent to their feelings yesterday 
by shouting ‘Vive l’armée!” “Abas 
les traitres!’”’ mingled with a few cries 
of ‘‘Mort a Dreyfus!’’ Gens. Billot and 
Gonse, as they passed through the 
stneets wearing uniforms and decora- 
tions, were received with demonstra 
tions of approval. 
The prosecution, at the close of lo- 
day’s proceedings, seemed elated at the 
effect produced on the court-martial by 
of 
Gen. Fabre and Col. d’Abbevilles Gen. 
Fabre was one of the fourth bureau of 
the general staff when the bordereau 
was discovered, and when Dreyfus was 
one of the six officers, stagiares under- 
going instructions there. Gen. Fabre 
in brusque, denunciating phrases dc- 
clared that to Dreyfus had been in- 
trusted a plan comprising the details 
of the concentration of troops in the 
eestern territorial region, in case of 
mobilization. Great value is attached 
to this point by the prosecution 4s 
proof that Dreyfus, notwithstanding 
his denials, possessed knowledge of the 
plans of concentration, which he is ac- 
cused of iniparting to German ogents. 
The second point, which had a 
marked effect on the court, was the 
evidence of Col. d’Abbeville. who was 
subforth of the bureau of the general 
staff when Dreyfus was a stagiare. 
Col. d’Abbeville gave full details of 
the investigations made at the time of 
the discovery of the bordereau, which, 
by a process of elimination, indicated 
that the author of the bordereau must 
be an officer of artillery, a stagiare of 
the general staff having access to more 
than one bureau of the staff, and that 


Dreyfus being the only. officer’ ful- 
filling those conditions, therefore, he 
must be the criminal. It is greatly 


to be regretted that Col. d'Abbeville’s 
statements were not subjected to a 
rigid cross-examination, for as his tes- 
timony now stands it cannot. fail to 
have crushing weight with the mem- 
bers.of the court-martial, who after 
all, a soldiers rather than jurists, 
and as such are prone to pwnish those 
on whom suspicion falls in their minds. 

The testimony of Gribelin, Cochefert, 
Lauth, and especially that of Juncke, 
referring to irregularities in Dreyfus’s 
social life, was scarcely listened to by 
the court, and seemed to make no im- 
pression upon it.

NORFOLK, Aug. 22.—Thirty-five 
shipwrecked seamen, who had nothing 
in the world but the torn clothes on 
their backs, some injured and all mis- 
erable, arrived here today from Hat- 
teras, N. C. From them it is learned 
that the recent hurricane which sent 
so many people to death and destroyed 
vast estates in Porto Rico, added an- 
other chapter to its horrors in a little 
stretch of beach from Kinnakoot to 
Hatteras, N. C. 

Thirty people are known to have lost 
their lives in this district, which is 
only eight miles long, and the beach is 
strewn with spars, masts and other 
wreckage. The sailors say eleven ves- 
sels are ashore on the coast between 
Hatteras and New River Inlet. No 
such damage has attended a storm on 
the coast in the past quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

Waves ran mountain-high, and: the 
wind howled unceasingly several days 
and nights at a seventy-five-mile ve- 
locity. That more lives were not lost 
in the vicinity of HMatteras is consid- 
ered by the survivors nothing less than 
a miracle.

PROSPECT OF WAR. 


Retarned Mining Engineer Tells of 
Governmental Conditions. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORTY.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—T. F. Regan, 
an expert mining engineer, who for the 
past year and a half has been making 
a careful study of mining and govern- 
mental conditions of the Transvaal, is 
now in New York. The prospect of war 
with England, he says, at the time he 
left Johannesburg, a few weeks ago, 
according to the native Boers, was very 
slight. It is expected by them that a 
compromise would be_ reached. The 
foreign element earnestly hoped that it 
would come, however. 

“American sympathy may be nat- 
urally with the young republic,” said 
Regan, “but ‘republic’ as applied to 
the Transvaal, is a misnomer. 

“Chief Justice Kotze, recently de- 
posed, told ‘Oom Paul’ when asked 
about a certain matter, that it was 
unconstitutional, whereupon ‘Oom 
Paul’ promptly cut off his official head 
and placed on the bench an innocent 
old individual named Gregerorsky, 
whose ideas of the proper administra- 
tion of justice was to be in line with 
the President. With the departure of 
Kotze there departed all hope of a good 
republic. 

“There are three questions that en- 
gage diplomatic attention; that of the 
franchise, probably the most impor- 
tant; the question of dynamite, and 
the railways. Until quite recently a 
man to hold office must have resided 
in the Transvaal for fourteen years, 
and he at the same time a member of 
the Duteh church. The Outlanders, who 


have created the wealth of the repub- | 


lic, are paying 90 per cent. of the taxes 
and are practically without represen- 
tation. 

“The Outlanders hope for reforms 
through the franchise. At the last 
Presidential election in Witswaters- 
rand, in which the census shows a 
population of about 80,000, the returns 
showed but 1203 votes cast. 

“In regard to dynamite, it has been 
the policy of the government to grant 

n exclusive franchise to a Holland and 

erman syndicate to make dynamite, 
the importation being illegal. They de- 
mand for it 75 shillings a cose. An 
American firm offered to lay it down 
in the Transvaal in unlimited quanti- 
ties at 45 shillings for a case of fifty 
pounds. The mining industry uses 
about 400,000 cases annually. 
means a loss of $3,000,000 to the miners. 
The profit is too low to warrant work- 
ine manv low-grade ore mines. 

“The Netherlands Railway Company 
holds the exclusive right to build and 
construct railways, and also to fix its 
own rates.

PAPER. 


Details the Efferts eof the Boers To- 


ward Arbitration. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
LONDON, Aug. 22.--[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] A Parliamentary paper, dealing 
with the Tronsvaal crisis, was issued 
today. It details the efforts of the Boer 


government, during the past year, to 
have the question of guzerainty of 
Great Britain submitted to arbitra- 


tion, and Great Britain’s repeated re- 
fusal to discuss this basic point. 

The document odds that Sir Alfred 
Milner, High Commissioner of South 
Africa and Governor of Cape Colony, 
writing to Mr. Chamberlain, the Sec- 
retary of State for the Colonies, last 
June, said: “The way in which the 
Secretary of State juggies with the 
convention of 1894 is rather irritating 
for a plain man.” 

The final dispatch from Chamberlain, 
dated July 13, 1899, to Sir Alfred Milner, 
concurs with the latter’s view as to 
the untenable Transvaal contention. 
Adding that the Sritish government 
had no intention to continue to discuss 
the question cf suzerainty with the 
Transvaal.

FOURTEEN BLOCKS DOWN 


EIGHT HUNDRED BUILDINGS AT 
VICTOR, COLO., BURNED. 


Most Valuable Property Destroyed 
‘Was the Gold Coin Shafthouses, 
All Newspapers Suffer—Town to 
Rebuild. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

VICTOR (Colo.,)) Aug. 22.—The total 
number of buildings destroyed by the 
fire which broke out at 1:30 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon is estimated at 800. 
Nine-tenths of those were wooden, and 
the fire spread with great rapidity. 
Fourten blocks, comprising almost the 
entire business section of the town, are 
in ashes. The total Joes is variously es- 
timated from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000, and 
the insurance from $400,000 to $800,000. 
The most valuable buildings destroyed 
were the Gold Coin mine shafthouses, 
the loss on which is $100,000. 

All the newspapers were burned out, 
but they have already arranged to con- 
tinue publication. Victor is the metrop- 
olis of the southern end of the Cripple 
Creek district, having a population of 
12,000, and will be quickly rebuilt in a 
more substantial manner than before. 


COLORED SCHOOLS. 


New York Justice Rules Colored 
Children Must Attend Them. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—[Exclusive 

Dispatch.] Supreme Court Justice Wil- 

mot M. Smith, sitting at Patchogue, 

L. I., today rendered a decision that 

colored children cannot attend public 

schools for white children, and that 
under the provisions of the law where 
schools are established for colored 
children, the children of colored people 
must so attend when ordered. 

The decision was given in the case 
of Mrs. Cisco, a colored woman of Ja- 
maijca, L. I. She appealed to the court 


for a writ of peremptory mandamus to. 


compel the school board to’ admit .her 
children to the school of the village, ir- 
respective of their color. The case was 
fought bitterly by George Wallace, who 
appeared for Mrs. Cisco, and the cor- 
poration counsel, who appeared for the 
board.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—A_ cable 
dispatch has been received at the War 
Department from Gen. Davis, giving 
the details of the conditions in Porto 
Rico. He places the number of killed 
at over 1000, and reiterates his estimate 
of 100,000 destitute. 

The McPherson arrived at San Juan 
Saturday afternoon and unloaded her 
cargo Sunday morning. Deck hands 
refused to work without customary 
Sunday pay. The soldiers of the Porto 
Rico battalion volunteered to take 
their places, but the longshoremen re- 
turned to work when they learned the 
nature of the supplies on board, and 
unloaded the ship. 

Gen. Davis says: “I now. estimate 
over 1000 dead and 100,000 hungry, one- 
nalf this number being homeless. Hun- 
ger will increase rather than diminish 
for many weeks.” 


PORTO RICO ADVICES. 
Great Shortage of Food, Medicines 
ond Money. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Aug. 22.--A dispatch to 


the Board of Charities is sending out 
supplies by land and water daily, but 
petitions keep coming in from all over 
the country requesting food, medicines 
and money. 

There are no means Of raising funds 
in the different localities. At Waunabo 
an effort was made to start a popular 
subscription, but only 10 pesos was 
contributed. 

In consequence of the putrefaction of 
bodies, typhus fever has developed at 
Arroyo. The captains of coast-wise ves- 
sels complain that the bad odors at the 
various ports havé caused them more 
suffering than the hurricane. 

The reports of the Board of Health 
up to last Friday gave the number 
killed as 1973; missing 1000; houses 
destroyed, 6451; persons homeless, 22,- 
046; cities in need of physicians, drugs 
and hospitals, Caguas, Yabucoa, Waun- 
aba, Utuado, Goamo and Corozzal. 

Advices from Ponce state that there 
has been slight rioting at Kauco, but 
that it has béen easily quelled by the 
local guard. The local authorities are 
running short of money with which to 
pay workmen. There are no reports of 
fever as yet from the south side of the 
island. The authorities are making 
strenuous efforts to relieve the coun- 
try districts where great distress is 
reported.

Why Germany Frowns Upon Those 
Internal Waterways. 
DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] America, as .an advancing 
commercial power, is held accountable 
by Chicago Germans for the defeat of 
the Canal Bill of Emperor William in 
the Prussian Diet on Monday, Ameri- 
can wheat and American iron and coal 
are entering into competition with Ger- 
man articles of the same kind, and are 
displacing them. The canal scheme of 
the Emperor provides for a great sys- 
tem of waterways through the interior 
of Germany, waterways that would 
connect the industrial sections of the 
empire with the agricultural sections; 
but these same canals would also per- 
mit American products to enter the 
empire from the seaboard cheaply and 
come into direct. competition with the 
German product. 

The time is almost at hand when 
America oan lay her iron and steel bil- 
lets down in Germany cheaper, sold 
for less money than a German on the 
Rhine can offer his. We can ship coal 
from Birmingham to Rotterdam at less 
cost than the same coal can be shipped 
from Birmingham to Cincinnati. Amer- 
ican business men, are establishing 
themselves in Rotterdam; their inter- 
ests have connection with Holland’s 
canals. 

American wheat enters Germany to 
be sold for less than German wheat.

Democrats, Populists and Silver Re- 
publicans at Omaha.

_crats, Populists and Silver Republicans 


met in this city today and fused on 
nominations for Judge of the Supreme 
Court and two members of the Board 
of Regents of the State University. 

Silas A. Holcomb was 
nominated for Supreme Justice by the 
Populists, and indorsed by the other 
two conventions, though not without a 
fight in the Democratic. gathering, 
where there was strong opposition to 
him.

but he pushed the proferred honor aside 
and supported his friend Holcomb. 
William J. Bryan was a delegate to 
the Democratic gathering. Bryan dic- 


tated the platform of the Democratic. 


convention. This document declared 
uncompromisingly for free silver at the 
natio of 16 to 1, and indorsed bodily the 
Chicago platform of 1896. _. } 

Bryan addressed all three conven- 
tions, and was emphatic in his denun- 
ciation of the administration’s policy in 
the Philippines. He also spoke vigor- 
ously in support of the free coinage of 
silver, declaring it to be the main is- 
@eue now before the public. He de- 
nounced trusts in strong terms, and 
criticised for doing 
nothing to regulate them. He.was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm. There 
were 1092 in the Democratic convention 
with Thompson of Grand Isl- 
and as temporary chairman. 

The ‘tntli-pass resolution next came 
up, and for half an hour utter confu- 


~ sion re‘gned. After several ineffectual

PLATFORM ADOPTED. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

OMAHA, Aug. 22.—The platform 
adopted by the Democratic convention 
indorses and emphasizes each and 
every plank‘of the national platform 
adopted at Chicago in 1896, and on the 
question of trusts, says: 

“The industrial trusts springing up 
on every hand testify to the adminis- 
tration’s indifference to monopoly or its 
inability to cope with it. 

“We denounce the failure of the ad- 
ministration to enfords the present 
law against trusts or to recommend 
new laws if the present law is deemed 
insufficient. 

“We are opposed to the principles 
of monopoly wherever it manifests it- 
self. We demand the enforcement of 
the present Federal law, the enactment 
of such new legislation as may be nec- 
essary, ond a constitutional amend- 
ment in favor of hte present Constitu- 
tion is construed to protect trusts, to 
the end that the monopolizaion of in- 
dustry by private corporations may be 
absolutely prevented.” 

The platform praises Nebraska sol- 
diers for their part in the war in the 
Philippines, and goes on to say: “But 
while we commend the soldiers for obe- 
dience to all orders emanating from 
the Chief Executive, we condemn the 
administrative policy which has con- 
verted a war for humanity into a war 
of conquest. We believe the Filipinos 
Should have received the same treat- 
ment as the Cubans, and that, as the 
Cubans would be assured of ultimate 
independence and protection, so the 
Filipinos should have been assured in 
the beginning of our nation’s inten- 
tion to give them independence as soon 
as a stable government should be es- 
tablished and protection from outside 
interference. Such assurance should 
be given now. If the Cubans, as is 
stated in the resolution of intervention 
are, and of right ought to be free, th 
same can be said of the Filipinos, an 
this nation would suffer no humiliation 
in acknowledging adherence to. the 
doctrine that governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of the 
governed.” 

The resolutions declare in favor of 
arbitration, favor popular election of 
United States Senators, the initiative 
and referendum, and declare against 
any increase in the standing army and 
against any foreign alliance. 

Ex-Gov. Silas Holcomb was nomi- 
nated for Supreme Justice by the Pop- 
ulist convention and indorsed by the 
Democrats and Free Silver Repub- 
licans. 

THOMPSON’S SPEECH. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


OMAHA, Aug. 22.—The three con- 
ventions, Democratic, Populist and 
Fusion, were called to order this 
afternoon in separate halls, all lo- 
cated in one block. In the Demo- 
cratic convention, W. H. Thompson, 
National Committeeman for Nebraska, 
was named as temporary chairman. 
Thompson's appearance was the signal 
for applause. He spoke in part as fol- 
lows: 

“In the coming battle of 1900 we will 
reaffirm the platform of 1896, and re- 
nominate the same leader of Democ- 
racy. We will be true to the pledge 
of our fathers. We will, as loyal sons 
reared to reverence their teachings, 
swear anew eternal allegiance and 
fidelity to the Declaration of inde- 
pendence, ‘worship its every line, and 
maintain its every precept, sacred as the 
memories of our heroes, dead and loyal 
as the patriots living. To tear there- 
from one of its sacred principles it to 
invite the beginning of an endless ruin 
and decay 

“What Neveland tried to do by way 
of running, or rather ruining, the 
finance of the country, McKinley is try- 
ing by way of war and colonization to 
iruin- and undermine- the established 
policy of our government. 

“The commission of one wrong, like 
the obtaining of one luxury, demands 
another. Once imperialism is adopted, 
it demands and must have as _ its 
support militaryism, and those once 
obtained must have confederates, and 
in .order to have them we must have 
an alliance with some other nation, and 
our most natural alliance is with Eng- 
land. So here we have the annual 
American alliance. And again we turn 
away from the teachings of all our his- 
tory from Washington to McKinley. 
Democracy ever true to the teachings 
of its founders, answers no. 

“The trust under McKinley has out- 
stripped all rivals, and today stands 
with gun in hand, the drum major of 
his prosperity. The gun is to ward off 
the laborer seeking the employment he 
lost by the absorption of the establish- 
ment of his employer, and to amuse 
the traveling man while he reads his 
‘no longer wanted.’ 

‘We hear the question asked as to 
what you are going to do about trusts. 
I would remove from them first the 
fostering care of the government. They 
are, to a great extent, in this country, 
at least, the direct offspring of a pro- 
tective tariff and the gold standard. 
The protective tariff makes the way 
easy, and the gold standard makes it, 
in numerous cases, a business neces- 
sity. With plenty of money in the 
hands of the people’ enterprises 
will spring up instantly and business 
will move as it should move. 

“You ask what the leading issue of 
1900 will be. My answer is, good, old- 
fashioned Democracy all along the line, 
and our new Andrew Jackson leading 
the fight into every State in the Union. 
Let every soldier enlisted in our cause 
select such guns from the many as may 
be best adapted to its use; then aim at 
the enemy and not at our own people. 
The war is not ended;*it has just be- 
gun.”’ 

The Populist and Silver conventions 
were a little slower in getting together 
and being called to order by the chair- 
man of the State Committee,

That is Where Senator Cockrell Says 
He Stands 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 22.—Senator 
Cockrell of Missouri is in this city. He 
says that he is here for recreation and 
to visit some mining properties in 
Lower California. He leaves for En- 
senada in aday ortwo. To a reporter 
who sought to interview him, the Sena- 
tor asked many questions about South- 
ern California, its climate, its mineral 
resources, the fruit industry and gen- 
eral conditions. Put when questioned 
in turn as to national topics the 
Senator displayed much reticence. 

On the question of expansion he would 
not commit himself positively, but he 
made'‘it plain that he is not in favor 
of retaining the Philippines. In the 
end, he declared, Congress will have to 
settle the matter. He thought that 
Bryan would be the next Democratic 
Presidential.candidate, but he declined 
to express any preference, saying that 
he would leave that to the people of 
Missouri, through their delegates in 
the national convention. 

The Senator expressed himself as 
strongly opposed to all forms of 
monopoly and trusts. “I am for the 
peoplé,” he said, in conclusion.

$T, PAUL, Aug. 22.—The Globe to- 
morrow morning in its leader, advo- 
cates the nomination of Admiral Dewey 
by the next Democratic National Con-

The Globe will say: “The timer has 
come and the man is here. Sailing 


over the sea from the Far East is the 
colossal figure of a man of history, a 
mon with a hand of iron, a heart of 
exquisite tenderness, and a gense of 
honor which has led him through nore 
than three-score years along ihe palh 
of eternal right; a man who knows Hhit- 


tle of politics and has mingled with 


politicians; a mon who has decided the 
questions before him with the sword 
and the scales of justice with all nec- 
essary speed, and with as much mercy 
as possible to the fallen foe.”

NEW MEXICO. 


A CYCLONE OF GRASSHOPPERS 
DEVASTATES VEGETATION. 


Relations of the Santa Fe and the 


Pecos Valley Road Discussed by 
President Ripley—Outlaw Thomp- 
son Captured—Snake Harvest. 


ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Aug. 20.— 
[Regular Correspondence.] A cyclone 
of grasshoppers has been moving 
across the country in the vicinity of 
Silver City. The insects have de- 
stroyed almost everything green in 
their pathway, grass, vines and vege- 
tables. The enemy came from the 
Lone Mountains, although they were 
first reported in Grant county, on the 
lower Mimbres, moving westward. 
They. got into the pipes at the Texas 
mills and interfered seriously with its 
operation. 

President EB. P. Ripley, of the Santa 
Fé system, is reported as saying that 
the Pecos Valley Railroad had bor. 
rowed money of the Santa Fé on its 
stock, for improvements on its road, 
but had repaid: the loam He said, 
however, that the Santa Fé had a con- 
tract with the Pecos road for a right- 
of-way over its tracks, in case the ex- 
tension shall be made from the Pecos 
road to Albuquerque. 

Some of the sporting men of Albu- 
querque are taking steps toward the 
formation of a driving park associa- 
tion.

Work on the new school building has 
begun at Raton. Bonds in aid of the 
building to the amount of $15,000 have 
been voted. 

A story is being told in Santa Fé 
that W. A. Peary recently killed fifty- 
one rattlesnakes while looking after 
some mining interests about thirty 
miles out. He says that he stumbled 
upon a nest of three females, one 


'male and forty-six young, and killed 


the whole outfit. The larger rattlers 
were over three feet long. 

Portions of Colfax county have been 
deluged with heavy rains. A severe 
hailstorm visited Springer, and dam- 
aged creps to a large extent. — 

A cattleman named John Posey had 
his leg broken by his horse falling at 
Elk. . He crawled for a mile, but be- 
came exhausted, and gave up. He was 
not discovered for twenty-nine hours 
after the accident. 

At the Flora Vista ranch, in San 
Juan county, @ young son of §S. E. 
Pepin was killed instantly by~ the ex- 
plosion of a shell. With an elder 
brother, the lad.was herding sheep on 
the mesa a mile from home. Attempt- 
ing to extract a shell from a revolver, 
the elder boy made some sort of a slip, 
the shell exploded, and the ball en- 
tered the younger boy’s head. 

On August 16, Sheriff Stewart of 
Eddy, with a posse, captured John 
Thompson, a member of the Ketchum 
gang of outlaws, who held up the 
Colorado Southern train near Folsom, 
July 14. The capture was made about 
daylight some twenty miles northeast 
of Carlsbad. Thompson fought to the 
last, shooting two of the posse, and 
fought even after he was captured and 
knocked on the head. 

The Town Trustees of Roswell have 
decided to employ a civil engineer to 
furnish plans and estimates for a new 
sewage system. 

Roswell claims a complete exemption 
from tramps. The policy of the town is 
to set them at work, or to place them 
in a dark dungeon for such a time as 
will induce them to shun the town. 

Col. Knaebel has compiled some in- 
teresting figures relative to the condi- 
tion of lands in New Mexico.

FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


Sudden Derth of F. H. Taggart—Hig 
Uncle’s Belated Errand. 

Frank H. Taggart, a liquor sales- 
man, well known throughout Southern 
California and Arizona, was found dead 
in his bed in a lodging-house at No, 
419 South Los Angeles street, yester- 
day morning. Death is thought to have 
been caused by hrart disease. The 
body was removed to Howry’s under- 
taking rooms, where an inquest. will 
be held today by the Coroner. 

Taggart was formerly employed as 
a salesman by Keifer & Co., wholesale 
liquor dealers on North Main street. 
About a year ago he opened a saloon 
on his own account, but the venture 
was not successful. After that he went 
to Tucson, Ariz., but returned to this 
city about a month ago and obtained 
employment with. the Sunset. Wine 
Company. He had been drinking heav- 
ily of late, but swore off several days 
ago. Monday night he was seized with 
a chill and requested his landlord to 
get him some whisky and quinine, 
After taking a liberal dose of this he 
said he felt better, and went to bed, 
In the morning he was dead. 

Taggart was 33 years old, and had 
a wife and child in San Francisco, who 
have been notified of his death. Hia 
uncle, Joseph P. Toggart, formerly a 
wholesale liquor dealer and mine-owner 
of this city, now a resident of Jerome, 
Ariz., arrived in Los Angeles yester- 
day morning, for the purpose of taking 
his nephew with him to Arizona with 
a view to establishing him in business, 
He was greatly shocked to learn that 
the young man was dead. The uncle 
will attend to the funeral arrange- 
ments.

It was the Brahmacharin Bodhab- 
hikshu. 

A hush of wonder and exalta‘ion 
fell upon the disciples of theosophy, os 
the Hindu passed their threshold yes- 
terday afternoon. Those who had wor- 
shiped the sage and cherished the nem- 
ory of his teachings since his departure 
from Los Angeles a year ago shivered 
with delight at the vision of the deep- 
set eyes, the brown-skinned, hollow- 
cherked face; the long biack hair, 
which curled down over the neck-upon 
the shoulders, and waved forward over 
the high forehead into the Brahma- 
charin’s eyes. he narrow-chesied ng- 
ure was clad in a long brown overcoat, 
fastened under one arm by a row of ijn- 
visible buttons. The garment wascollur- 
less, but about the sage’s neck was a 
scarf of patterned yellow silk. The 
outer garment gave a suggestion of 
voluminous rolws beneath a hint borne 
out by the glimpse of clinging sleeves 
at the wrists. On the prophet's feet 
were bulldog-toed tan shoes, and in his 
hand a skullcap of brocaded silk. with 
a wide smile, which revealed i double 
row of white teeth, the Brahmacnarin 
walked rapidly to the lectern, carven 
with mystic symbols, and there faced 
his disciples. The two or thre2 womcn 
who had dared to win a smile or a 
handclasp from him as he _ passed 
through the room sank back into their 
seats, their pulses beating faster at

If you 
are sick, first realize that your disease 
is @ result of past misdeeds or folly, 
perhaps yesterday, perhaps years ago, 
pearhaps in your last reincarnation, 
perhaps thousands of years ago. Next 
consider that it is not you yourself but 
your body which jis suffering. These 
two things will often distract the mind 
and permit the body to restore itself. 
If the suffering continues, go to a mag- 
netic healer, but be careful-not to fall 
int6 the hands of a pretender. If that 
does no good, consult a physician in 
good standing, never @ quack, and see 
if physical means will not restore you.”

Richard Croker comes from an oldond 
highly-reputable Irish family. His 
father was an Officer in the. British 
army. Croker was born in what was 
then the Church of Ireland by law 
established, to-wit: The Protestant 
Episcopal, but as soon as he_ went 
sariously into New York politics he be- 
came a nominal Catholic. He does not 
ottend church, He never drinks any- 
thing ‘stronger than coffee, and not 
much of that. He is an inveterate 
smoker of strong cigars. He never 
swears; he never uses foul language, 
he will not listen to smutty stories, 
and they tell a story of him prevent- 
ing the nomination of a man for an 
importont political office because he 
was addicted to reciting voluptuous 
anecdotes. Croker can listen to. 
dozen men carry on a conversation for 
an hour, without saying a word him- 
self, and a week later can repeat @v- 
ery word said by the dozen men while 
they conversed. Croker’s word is his, 
bond. Friends and foes niike bear tes- 
timony to the sanctity of his word. It 
is a matter of current belief in New 
York that he has never broken his 
word. Nor will he trust any one who 
deceives him once. It is an oxiom of 

roker’s followers that any one can 
eceive the boss once; but once de- 
ceived he will never trust again, 


Croker is on tolerably intimate terms 
with all the great leaders of business 
and finance in New York. It is well 
known that Senator T. C. Platt, the 
Republican leader, and Croker are 
something more than friendly. When 
Platt owns the New York State Legis- 
lature, Croker rarely finds it difficult 
to have passed or killed bills in which 
he or his personal friends are deeply 
interested, ond when Croker owns the 
New York City government, Mr. Platt 
scarcely ever asks for anything in vain. 
It is pretty generally understood that 
Croker expects the great masters of 
finance, whose interests can be ad- 
vanced or retarded by the ae or 
hostility of the city governmént of New 
York, to give him tips regarding the 
stock market. The granting of fran- 
chises by the city, too, is something 
that Mr. Croker devotes deep attention 
to, and it seems to be understood that 
he or his friends are to be cared for 
when the stock or bonds of the new 
corporation are issued. In fact, it 
might be said in a general way that 
no corporation of: importence can do 
business in a peaceable and orderly 
way in New York without yielding 
tribute in some way to the Tammeny 
bosses. In this way Croker and his 
friends have become rich.

Croker is an autocrat in Tammany 
Hall. He will not tolerate opposition, 
nor will he countenance individual 
opinion. Bourke Cockran thought he 
was big enough to stand alone. He had 
an immense corporation law practice, 
which he flattered himself came to him 
because of his legal knowledge and 
great forensic ability. Cockran had a 
taste for high society. He was per- 
mitted to make an occasional incursion 
under the wing of William C. Whit- 
ney or Perry Belmont to the sacred 
domains of the 400. He aspired to go 
to the United States Senate at the time 
that Edward Murphy was elected, but 
Croker put a quietus on his ambition. 
He gave the boss some back talk, and 
the boss promptly deprived him of his 
seat in the House of Representatives. 
Then the quarrel became open and hot, 
and Croker would not let Cockran go as 
a delegate from his district to a State 
convention. Finally Cockran. was 
shoved out of Tammany Hall entirely. 
Then he settled down to enjoy his big 
corporation law practice, but within a 
year he found that the corporations 
had no use for his services while he 
was at outs with Croker. The fate of 
Cockran is only referred to to illustrate 
Croker’s power. There are hundreds 
like Cockran in New York City, who, 
feeling that they were big enough to 
defy the boss, ignored his wishes and 
are now down at the heels waiting for 
something to turn up, and praying that 
Croker may accept their penance. 


Croker did much to make David B. 
Hill the Democratic boss of New York 
State. When Croker went to BEnrg- 
land a few years ago, Hill joined with 
the then Mayor Gilroy of New York, 
ex-Mayor Grant, and John D. Crim- 
mins, the great contractor, to form a 
new machine to control Tammany, and 
put Croker outside the breastworks. 
Croker’s correspondents, of course, 
kept him well advised of the scheme. 
When he came home he drove Gilroy 
and Grant from Tammany Hall, and 
he has made Hill an obscure legal 
practitioner at Albany. Crimmins no 
longer receives municipal contracts. 
The Manhattan Club was long re- 
garded as about the best of New 
York’s clubs. Its membershin was 
mainly made up of Democrats, as the 


Union League Club is made up of 
Republicans. Scme Croker’s ene- 
mies within the Democratic party 


were very influential in the Manhattan 
Club, and Croker took offense. The

DISCOMFITURE OF GOVERNOR'S 
MILITARY REPRESENTATIVE.

Disastrous Outcome of Adjt.-Gen. 
Seamans’s Attempt to Dictate 
to the Soldiers’ Celebra- 
tion Committee. 


— 


Flat Refusal to Disorganize Ar- 
rangements So as to Make the 
Central Figure of the 
Pageant. 


The Emissary Retreats in Much Dis- 
order, Leaving the Citizens of 
San Francisco Masters of 

the Situation, 


Adjt.-Gen. W. H. Seamans last Sun- 
day made such a spectacle of himself 
and of Gov. Gage, for whom he acted,,. 
that San Francisco has not yet stopped 
laughing. First came a storm of in- 
dignation at the attempt to dictate 
to the citizens who had raiséd $50,000 


for the pageant in honor of the return 


of the California volunteers from the 
Philippines. Now the whole State is 
repeating the tale of the discomfiture 
which the decorative soldier ruffered 
in his attempt to carry out the scheme 
to make the Governor the central fig- 
ure of the celebration, and of the col- 
lopse of the undertaking. 

For many weeks,the citizens of San 
Francisco have been working night and 
day to give the soldiers such a welcome 
home as California never saw before. 
The Executive Committee sent to Mr. 
Gage, as Chief Executive of the State, 
an invitation to be present, and to 
participate im the ceremonies. The 
Governor did not reply. He Was asked 
to proclaim a legal holiday in honor 
of the return of the California troops. 
He replied that he regarded the re- 
sultant interference with business ws 
unwarranted by the occasion. The com- 
mittee was astonished that the State 
Executive should show such a lack of 
courtesy os not to reply to the invita- 
tion, but it was resolved that all those 
courtesies which his official position 
render fitting should be tendered: to 
the Governor. | 

Meanwhile the Governors of a num- 
ber of other States visited San Fran- 
cisco, to welcome home their volun- 
teers. The city showed them all due 
hospitality, but it was a sore subject 
with the citizens that the Governor 
absented himself from San Francisco, 
neglecting those duties which etiqueite 
demand, and spending his time in 
Southern California, confabulating with 
Dan Burns and statesmen of a similar 
feather. 

The Governor decided at the cleventh 
hour to prominently participate. G2n. 
Seamans was taken into consultation 
ond plans laid to make Gov. Gage ap- 
pear the chief figure of the celebra- 
tion. 

Sunday Gen. Seamans went to the 
Citizens’ Executive Committee with 
peremptory orders for those gentlemen 
that their plans were to be laid aside 
and new ones adopted which would 
brnig the Governor into greater promi- 
nence. 

Gen. Seamens announced that the 
Governor was displeased at thr ar- 
rangements that had been made for 
his part in the naval parade. He oan- 
nounced that the Governor was i0t 
willing that the State tug on which 
he and his friends were to. cruise 
should take a tow. The reason is- 
signed was that the Governor had 
planned to go alongside the Sherman 
to welcome the volunteers, and that 
he might decide not to go over the 
entire course. 

The demand raised a storm. There 
were far less tugs available than were 
needed, and the committee had ar- 
ranged that everyone should tow a 
yacht, so as to accommodate as many 
people as possible. The Governor's 
place in the line had been determined 
as required by the exigencies of the oc- 
casion, and any interference with the 
committee’s plans was not to be toler- 
ated. 

Gen. Seamans made his next demand. 
The Governor’s plan, he said, was that 
in the military parade on the day of 
the landing of the troops, the regular 
army escort and band should come 
first, followed by a Special escort for 
the Governor, the Governor and his 
steff. the National Guard, and the re- 
turning volunteers. 

This attempt to interfere with prev.- 
ious arrangements aroused anew the 
wrath of the committee. Gen. Seamans 
was given to understand in forcible 
language that the committee would 
brook no interference with its proper 
affairs. The crestfallen emissary col- 
lapsed. In great egitation he seized a 
white hat belonging to a member of 
the committee, instead of his own 
black one, and bowed himself out of 
the room. An attendant was dispatched 
after him and the mixed headgear 
sorted out. 

The Execuive Committee announces 
thet every courtesy will be extended 
to the Governor, but that its own reg- 
ulations will be observed. 

The stenographiec report of the tem- 
pest in the committee-room is spicy 
reading. Gen. Seamans, upon being in- 
troduced by W. J. Martin, started off 
by announcing that he ‘had indicated 
to Mr. Martin the programme for the 
day parade.” Getting down to the 
point, he informed the committee that 
the Governor ‘‘did not like to have a 
tow attached to his tug, and he wanted 
the proper authorities as to that pro- 
gramme notified.” A. Lawrence 
blazed out an answer whose vigorous 
tone was apparently the first hint the 
Governor’s messenger had managed to 
get into his head that attempts to dic- 
tate to the committee as to its own 
business were not to be meekly sub- 
mitted to. | 

The dispute proceeded as follows, as 
recorded by the stenographer: 

Lawrence. Does the Governor not 
know that we have not enough tugs 
for the naval parade? Does he not 
know that every tug has. been as- 
signed a tow? This was all published 
in the newspapers, and if the Gover- 
nor would read the newspapers he 
might learn something. the 
Governor not read the newspapers to 
keep himself informed? All this mat- 
ter has been published in the news- 
papers for weeks. 

Seamans. I do not Know whether 
the Governor reads the newspapers or 

at, 

Lawrence. the Governor would 
read the newspapers he might learn 
something about what the vommittee 
is doing. 

Seamans. I came here to outline 
the form of the parade, and I do not 
propose to be insulted. 

Lawrence. Do you intend to convey, 
sir, that anything that I have said 
has insulted you? 

. Seamans. I do not want to have 
eny aspersions cast on the Governor. 
tve feel that we have the right to say 
how the parade shall be conducted. 

Lawrence. I will not permit yow sir, 
t> say here that I have cast any as- 


-persions on the Governor, ond as for 


you personally, if I intended to cast 
any espersions on you, you would know 
it. If I jumped on you or the Gover- 
nor, you would know very soon that 
something had happened. I speak 
very plainly when I desire ‘to make my- 
self understood. 

Seamans, I am here to represent the 


Governor and I feel perfectly compe- 
tent to protect myself and the Gov- 
ernor from any aspersions of this char« 
acter. If I can be heard with due ee< 
Spect to his excellency I am ready "ta 
proceed, but, if not, I ask permission 
to withdraw. 

Lawrence. You are at perfect liberty 
to withdraw whenever you like, but E 
do not propose that you shall come 
here, representing the Governor or any 
one else, to dictate to this committee 
or the citizens of this community how 
this reception shall be conducted. The 
citizens have put upz all the money, ap- 
pointed their committees and have 
been proceeding for a month past to 
make their arrangements, and have. 
been carrying them out and they will 
not submit to be interfered with at thie 
late date; that you must understand, 
sit, before you go any farther. 

Mayor Phelan. Now, gentlemen, 
gentlemen, let us get along quietly. 
Nobody is seeking trouble on this com- 
mittee—now, general, general: now, 
Mr. Lawrence —~ 

The chairman’s peace-making was 
temporarily effectual, and Gen. Sea« 
mans proceeded with his instructions 
for the committee in regard to the ar- 
rangements for the day parade. Hae 
was reminded that the city was to pay. 
all the expenses of transporting the 
militia to San Francisco to take part 
in the celebration, and that the citizens 
ought to have something to say as to 
the arrangements for the celebration, 
Lawrence again turned his guns on 
Gen. Seamans, as follows: 

“I don’t understand why the Governog | 
at this late day seeks to interfere with 
our arrangements. That the Governor 
should plead ignorance concerning them 
is a mystery too deep for understand- 
ing. If he claims that he does not know 
what we are going to do when all the 
papers have been devoting a great deal 
of space to the proposed celebration it 
argues that he does not keep informed 
upon current events. Now we have 
gone ahead and tried the best we could 
to make this a pleasant, grand occa- 
sion; the grandest in the history of this 
city. I do not see where the Governor 
could do anything for this meeting, exe 
cept lend his presence. The volunteers 
are beyond his control. Heis no more 
their commanding officer than I am. 
Maj.-Gen. Shafter said he would con- 
sult with this committee; that the vole 
unteers were in his hands, and that he 
would consult with this committee ag 
to assigning them to a place in the 
parade. Do you know, sir (addressing 
Gen. Seamans,) that, as far as the 
military companiés in the interior are 
concerned, they could not move a step 
to participate in these ceremonies, ex< 
cept for the generosity of the citizeng 
of this municipality. The State has nof 
provided one dollar, but this commit- 
tee pays for the transportation of every 
man. We want them with us and they - 
have signified their willingness to par- 
ticipate with the people of this city, 
and we do not desire that you or any 
one else shall mar the success of this 
grand demonstration at this late mo- 
ment by interfering with all the plans. 
What part the Governor has in this I 
don’t see, and I am amazed by an ate 
tempt at this late day to interfere. 
These organizations helong to us: these 
boys were born in this city and they 
are ours. The people of this city have 
raised a fund of $50,000. a portion of 
which only is for the pageant. The bal 
ance will be expended in taking care o 
the sick, the maimed and the penniless, 
and to attempt to come in at this mow 
ment to disturb the arrangements of 
the committee simply surprises me, 
and I think all the rest of the commit- 
tee. The grand marshal is present and 
will tell you what arrangements have 
been made.’’ 

Gen. Seamans tried to explain. He 
was asked if he would submit the prow 
gramme he had prepared to the come 
mittee and agree to coincide with 
charfges it might suggest, but he ree 
fused to commit the Governor, though 
willing to hand over the programme, 
Martin asked for an opportunity to ex- 
plain his position to the committee, and 
spoke in part as follows: a 

“T met the gentleman today in come 
pany with others, and the programme 
now in his possession was made known 
to me. I.at once took exception to it 
on the ground that it would interfere 
with the plans of this committee; that 
while I had no doubt that this com- 
mittee would yield as far as possible 
to the Governor or his representatives, 
if their wants were made known, [ 
felt that this committee would tolerate 
no interference at the eleventh hour, 
especially when it was proposed to set 
aside the programme arranged by cone 
ference between the committee repre- 
senting the parents, the Native Song 
and Daughters and this 
The gentleman called my attention toe 
the fact that first came the United 
States authorities, second those of the 
State of California, and thirdly the 
municipality of San Francisco; that 
he, as the Governor’s representative, 
controlled the State troops and ha@ 
prepared orders for their assembling 
in San Francisco. I called his atten~ . 
tion to the fact that this committee 
had provided for the money to bring 
them to San Francisco in order that 
they might participate in the parade: 
that it was very evident to me that 
there was a wide difference between 
the Governor’s wishes in the matter 
one the arrangements of this commit« 

ee,”” ! 

There was a final sputter after Gen, 
Seamans had retrealted in disorder, 
During the discussion, he had assume 
that he should take” precedence Pr 
Maj.-Gen. Dickinson. In regard to this, 
Col. Sullivan said: 

“The Governor would certainly go af 
the head of the National Guard troops, 
and I want to deny the statement thag 
Gen. Seamans made that Gen. Dickin« 
son is subordinate to him, and if he cay 
show me how a major-general can bg 
subordinate to a_ brigadier-general, 
which Gen. Seamans is, I should likg 
to know. He is simply a staff officer, 
Dickinson is supposed to go into th 
field and take charge of the troop 
in the absence of the Governor, and ij 
Seamans had known his business he 
would have gone to Gen. Dickinson.” 

Martin added: “I would state that 
if Gen. Dickinson would lead and bea 
first in the line of battle in the absenca * 
of the Governor, I have no doubt bu 
that the Governor would be absent.’ 

The question had come up of whether 
or not Gov. Gage would take part in 
the night parade. Gen. Seamans had 
said in’ private that the Governor 
thought it a hazardous undertaking to 
appear mounted in the parade, on ac« 
count of bursting skyrockets. Grand 
Marshal Postolesi declared that if the 
Governor did not wish to appear 
mounted, as had been arranged, it wag 
not his desire to have him participate,

Accomplice in the Murder of Lord 
Cavendish Released. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
DUBLIN, Aug. 22.—[By Atlantic Cable.} 
Earl Cadogan, the Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, today signed the expected order ree 
leasing from Maryborough Jail James Fitz- 
harris, alias ‘‘Skin the Goat,’’ who in May, 
1883, was sentenced to penal servitude as an 
accomplice in the murder on May 6, 1882, 
in Phoenix Park, Dublin, of Lord. Frederick 
Cavendish, Chief Secretary for Ireland, and 
T. H. Burke, who were assassinated by stab. 
bing by four men known as the ‘‘Invinci- 

bles.”’ 

An order of release was also signed in the 
case of Laure O'Lianton, sentenced to penal 
ze vitude for attempting to murder members 
of the jury engaged in the trial of persong 
charged with the murder in November, 1852, 
Fitzharris and O'Hanton lett. the jail this 
evening.

THE HOUR FOR ACTION IS AT HAND. 

As a matter of justice to the city, 
of justice to individual taxpayers, and 
to all concerned, every person who is 
entitled to vote at today’s election 
should do so. It is not only a right, 
but an imperative duty, for every 
voter to express his wishes in this 
matter. If a full vote be _ recorded, 
there can be no doubt as to the will 
of the people. The question rests 
with the voters to decide.

The proposed bond-issue is stated by 
the City Attorney, and by others who 
should know, to be a necessary step 
toward the accomplishment of munici- 
pal ownership. It is hardly to be 
supposed that the people of Los An- 
geles have changed their minds on 
this proposition, but the result of to- 
day’s election, if a full vote be polled, 
will show whether they have or not. 
Every believer in the plan of public 
ownership of the water system should 
therefore vote for the bonds. 

On~»the other hand, the opponents 
bf the bonds will exercise their pre- 
rogative of voting against them, and 
for every adverse vote cast by them, 
two favorable votes must be cast by 
the friends of municipal ownership; 
hence the necessity for a full vote. 

Therefore let the fact be borne in 
mind by all that a two-thirds ma- 
jority of affirmative votes will be nec- 
essary to carry the bond-issue. This 
Is a cogent reason, as already stated, 
for getting out a full vote, the need 
for which the friends of public owner- 
ship should be alive to. 

The voters of Los Angeles dre now 
face to face with this issue, the im- 
portance of which can hardly be over- 
estimated. The decision rests with 
them. The evidence is in, the argu- 
ments are closed, and Los Angeles 
awaits the verdict of the jury—the 
people—at the polls today.

THE [RRIGATION CONGRESS. 

The eighth annual session of the 
National Irrigation Congress, which is 
to be held at Missoula, Mont., on the 
25th, 26th and 27th of September, is 
attracting more than usual interest. 
Hitherto, these congresses have been 
chiefly attended ys scientific engineers 
and other men directly interested in 
irrigation. Now, however, business 
‘men, manufacturers and others are 
beginning to realize the immense im- 
portance of opening up to settlement 
the arid land of the great West. We 
may, therefore, expect that the com- 
ing congréss ‘will be the most success- 
ful that has yet been held. 

The congress is composed as  fol- 
lows: Five delegates appointed by 
the Governor of each State and Terri- 
tory; one delegate from each city of 
the United States having a population 
of less than 25,000, and two from each 
city with a larger popuiation; one 
delegate from any regularly-organized 
irrigation, agricultural, or horticul- 
tural society, society of engineers, ir- 
rigation company, agricultural col- 
lege, or commercial body, duly accred- 
ited representative of any foreign 
nation or colony, any member of the 
United States Senate or House of Rep- 
resentatives, or Governor of a State 
or Territory, any member of a State 
or Territory irrigation commission, or 
the chairman of each section and 
permanent officers of the congress. 

Southern California is particularly 
interested in the subjects which this 
congress will handle, and should be 
well represented at the coming mect- 
ing. 


CALIFORNIA SHOULD BE REPRESENTED. 

A special dispatch from Washington 
to Tum Tres recently announced that 
one of the leading planks of the Re- 
publican party in the forthcoming ra- 
tional campaign would probably be 
the development of the great West, 
with particular reference to the open- 
ing up of the Orient, which means so 
much to the Pacific Coast. Such a 
plank would certainly be a most popu- 
lar one, and hard to beat. 

Even our own people scarcely begin 
to realize how much the development 
of American commerce in the Far East 
means to the Pacific Coast, and espe- 
cially to California. It means, prac- 
tically, that before many ‘years, this 
Coast, from British Columbia to the 
Mexican line, will be as thickly dotted 
with populous and busy cities as the 
Atlantic Coast is today. 

Apropos of this subject attention 
should be directed to the fact that the 
great West is at present without any 
representation on the important Com- 
mittee of Rivers and Harbors, which 
is so closely connected with the ques- 
tion of our foreign commerce. On 
this committee there is not at present 
a single representative from west of 
the Missouri River. There are now 
two vacancies on the committee, ow- 
ing to the failure of two of the mem- 
bers to obtain reélection, and an ef- 
fort should certainly be made to see 
that California gets one of these posi- 
tions. There will be important ques- 
tions relating to the harbors and wa- 
terways of the State to come before 
this committee, and we cannot afford 
to be without representation on it.

The presence of the brilliant lawyer 
in court materially strengthens the 
cause of Dreyfus. It is strongly in- 
timated, however, that the court has 
already made up its verdict, and that 
that verdict is to be one of conviction. 
There is danger of grave troubles in 
France, should this report prove true. 


Thomas B. Reed has resigned as 
Representative in Congress from the 
First District of Maine, and his resig- 
nation has been accepted. This ought 
to put an end to the talk about his 
returning to take a place on the floor 
of Congress and fight the administra- 
tion, a fight in which there would be 
anything but’glory for the ex-Speaker. 


The Chinese Six Companies con- 
tributed $5000 to the fund for the en- 
tertainment of the returning volun- 
teers, and their presidents have very 
properly been made members of the 
Reception Committee. The welcome 
will be universal, without reference 
to. creed, politics, race, sex, color, or 
nrevious: condition of servitude. 


CYCLE PATHS. 

The movement of local wheelmen 
for the construction of a cycle path 
between this city and Santa Monica 
is to be commended as the initiatory 
step in the direction of the cofistruc- 
tion of better roads for all classes of 
vehicles. The object lesson of a well- 
constructed ‘side path for bicycles 
from Los Angeles to the seashore will 
without doubt be so convincing as to 
lead, in due course of time, to the 
building of good roads for all kinds of 
traffic. The many advantages of such 
roads are obvious, and in sections of 
the country where they have been con- 
structed they have more than justified 
the claims of their most enthusiastic 
advocates. If the cyclemen of Los An- 
geles and vicinity, by taking the 
initiative in this matter, eucceed in 
inaugurating a general movement for 
the construction of good roads, they 
will have performed an _ invaluable 
service for the entire community. 

The general introduction of the 
automobile, which is one of the cer- 
tainties of the near future, will very 
soon create a demand for smooth and 
well-built highways, radiating from 
all the large centers of population into 
the surrounding country. The crea- 
tion of this demand will soon lead to 
its being supplied. With the im- 
proved method of locomotion in prac- 
tical use in the cities, the necessity 
for the broadening of its sphere of 
usefulness will soon become apparent. 
This vehicle seems destined to bring 
about even greater changes in the 
modes of city life—and of country life 
too, for that matter—than the trolley 
car has wrought. With smooth, hard 
roads radiating from city to country, 
it will be entirely practicable for the 
man of business, the professional man, 
the man of leisure, and even for many 
wage-earners, to live ten, twenty, or 
thirty miles from the business center, 
without material inconvenience, and 
with decided benefits to themselves 
and their families from a sanitary 
point of view. The time is probably 
not far in the future when vehicles of 
any kind, moved by animal power, 
will be almost as much of a novelty as 
are thé automobiles in most sections 
of the country at the present time. 
When this era shall have arrived, the 
era of good roads will not be far in 
the rear; for good roads will then 
have become an absolute necessity, as 
they are now a most desirable con- 
summation. 

The bicyclists are the pioneers of 
the good-roads movement. That they 
are actuated chiefly by selfish consid- 
erations is true—for every bicyclist, 
as a matter of course, prefers a smooth 
road to a rough one. But, in the last 
analysis, nearly all human actions are 
traceable more or less directly to 
selfishness, and few to disinterested 
benevolence. While the construction 


of bicycle paths will be primarily for 


the benefit of bicyclists, the ultimate 
results will be of great and inestima- 
ble benefit to the community at.large. 
If the projected path to Sahta Monica 
be constructed, according to the plan 
proposed—and this seems tolerably 
certain—the building of similar lines 
in other directions will almost cer- 
tainly follow; and the good-roads 
movement, once fairly inaugurated in 
this section, will go forward with 
constantly accelerating momentum, as 
has been the case in other sections— 
especially in some of the Tastern 
States—which are now enjoying the 
benefits of many excellent highways, 
and are planning to build more as 
rapidly as possible. 


VALE ‘“‘DOWIEISM.”’ 

At last tardy justice has overtaken 
the modern crime of “Dowieism” in 
its stronghold in Chicago, by the ar- 
rest and conviction of one of the “di- 
vine healer’s” lieutenants for violating 
the medical practice law of TIllinois. 
This man Dowie’s rascally career is a 
living proof of the wondrous power 
of religious prejudice when it is ex- 
erted to defeat statutory law. Again 
and again have the combined press 
and pulpit of Chicago assailed him 
and his nefarious practices, and each 
time he has escaped punishment solely 
through technical claims based on the 
constitutional right of all men to prac- 
tice their religious belief without let 
or hindrance from law. What is 
known to be a rank fraud was thus 
panoplied in the guise of religious be- 
lief, and a righteous pursuit of the 
charlatan who conducted it was made 
to be religious persecution. His dupes 
are all of the spiritually emotional 
class to whom the operation of sound 
human law looks like sacrilege. This 
singular fact has made each succeed- 
ing attack on Dowie and his rascally 
work to result in increased zeal, de- 
votion and contributions of money to 
him and his cause, all of which he 
shamelessly and blasphemously at- 
tributes to the will of God. 

To prove the superlative fraud in 
this man’s nefarious work it is only 
necessary to note one instance. Some 
four years ago, in a paper written and 
issued by Dowie at Chicago, appeared 
his own statement of the case of a 
young girl who suffered from hip dis- 
ease, in consequence of which one of 
her limbs was shorter than the other. 
Dowie describes how he laid her on a 
table, and prayed over her, finally 
pulling on her limb, which yielded to 
his effort, till he had pulled it out, as 
he believed, far enough. He then 
shamelessly states that when the girl 
arose it was found he had pulled the 
lame limb too far, and she was, in 
consequence, worse off than before! 
Thousands of his dupes hailed this as 
a repetition of the “Peter and John” 
gift, and shouted “Amen!” When 
shown the evident fraud in the claim, 
many of them cried “Hallelujah! he 
can shorten her leg again!” 

eason and patience alike cannot 
bear with sueh people, and it is a 
happy omen that at last the law of 
the land has proven paramount to 


ecclesiastical prejudice, and in conse- 


\ 


quence Dowie and his lieutenants are 
made to face an outraged people. 

No fair construction of American 
law can interfere with a religious be- 
lief, but statutory law provides for 
punishing manslaughter, and to allow 
helpless men and women to die, by 
refusing them competent medical aid, 
is legally and ‘righteously held to be 
manslaughter. 

This arrest and conviction form an 
entering wedge which soon shall rend 
‘this monstrous fraud of “Dowieism” 
and stamp it in law, as it long has 
been held in justice, as one of the 
meanest crimes of the century. 


THE NEXT CENSUS. 

An especial effort is to be made in 
compiling the next United States 
census to have the returns compiled 
and published before they become 
ancient history. This is as it should 
be. In the case of the census of 1890, 
some of the statistics were not made 
public for seven years, and after the 
lapse of so long a time they were of 
but little contemporaneous interest, 
and of comparatively little value for 
purposes of reference. 

The material resourcés of the coun- 
try develop so rapidly that a period 
of seven years, in the history of the 
United States, is equal to a genera- 
tion in the history of some of the 
older countries. The life of the 
American people abounds in that over- 
mastering quality, or attribute, which 
Gov. Roosevelt has fitly characterized 
as “strenuous endeavor.” We crowd 
more of real life into a single decade 
than the people of most nations in 
Europe experience in half a century. 
Hence, the publication of census re- 
turns five to seven years after the 
actual taking of the census is an ab- 
surdity and an anachronism not to be 
tolerated. 

The law regulating the taking of the 
next census; in 1900, provides that the 
four principal reports—those on popu- 
lation, mortality, manufactures, and 
agrieculture—shall be published and 
laid before the public not later than 
July 1, 1902. This will give two years 
for the taking, compilation, and pub- 
lication of the census—or, rather, for 
this part of it. Another year should 
suffice for the completion of the 
census. The figures, thus placed be- 
fore the public within from two _ to 
three years would be of infinitely 
more value than they would be if de- 
layed to twice or thrice the time. 

One of the principal reasons for the 
slowness: with which the work of 
compilation has been conducted, here- 
tofore, if not the only real reason, has 


‘been that the compilers were per- 


mitted to draw down fat salaries dur- 
ing the entire time while the work 
was in progress, and so it was to their 
interest to prolong it as long as pos- 
sible. This abuse, it is to be hoped, 
will be done away with in future. 


The Legislature of Wisconsin, at its 


last session, enacted a law making it 


illegal to refuse to employ a man be- 
cause he belongs to a labor union. 
Commenting upon this rank piece of 
class legislation, the Waupun Leader 
pointedly says: 

“If a provision had also been made 
whereby it would have been an equal 
offense to attempt to prevent a man 
from being employed because he does 
not belong to a labor union, there 
would have’ been some consistency in 
the act. It is one of the outrages of 
the present time that a man who is 
abundantly capable and willing to 
work should be prevented by the union 
when the employer is ready to. give 
him work. The law was made not in 
the interest of justice, but to win 
votes from one class of people.” 


President Schurman of the Philip- 
pine Commission, in his statement 
given to the Associated Press, states 
the facts relating to the Philippine 
situation comprehensively and _ yet 
concisely. He says, first, the issue 
there is not a commercial or a politi- 
cal one, but a moral one. ‘The vital 
issue is the honor of the nation, the 
protection of loyal Filipinos and the 
fulfillment of our obligations to the 
nations of the world.” Secondly, the 
means must be determified by the 
President, who knows the situation 
better than anyone else can possibly 
know it. 


The importance of today’s water- 
bond election should need no. em- 
phasis. Every citizen is interested in 
this question, and should make it his 
duty to go to the polls and vote. There 
should be a full and fair expression of 
public opinion on this issue, in order 
that the wishes of the people may be 
definitely understood. The fact should 
be borne in mind, furthermore, that a 
two-thirds affirmative vote is required 
to carry the bonds.

TEACHERS ASSIGNED. 


WHERE CITY EDUCATORS ARE 
TO WORK THIS YEAR. 


Board of Education Places Them 
Where it is Thought They Can 
Do the Most Good for 
the Service. 


Wishes of’ Individuals also Taken 
into Consideration, the Members 
Gay, but not All Can Be 
Satisfied. 


Two New Sloyd Rooms to Be Added 
to the Present Facilities for 
Industrial Education—Meet- 
ing Today. 


The Board of Education met in spe- 
cial session last evening in the Laugh- 
lin building, all the members except 
Mr. Udell were present. The chief sub- 
ject under consideration was the as- 
signment of teachers for the ensuing 
year. Many changes have been made 
in the positions allotted to teachers, 
and the members of the board say they 
have worked hard and faithfully to 
make the report subserve the best in- 
terests of the city, and at the same 
time respect as far as possible the 
wishes of the teachers themselves. All, 
of course, eould not be suited. 

Before taking up the report of the 
Teachers’ Committee some _ routine 
business was transacted. C. F. Miller 
was elected engineer of the High 
School for the ensuing year. The kin- 
dergarten department in the Hewitt- 
street school will be moved from the 
second floor to the first, and the room 
vacated will be used by the second 
grade, additional blackboards being 
put in. 

In accordance with the report of the 
Committee on Industrial Education, 
presented a week ago, the board voted 
that two new Sloyd rooms for the ac- 
commodation of the pupils of the fifth 
grade be added to the teaching facili- 
ties of the city. A new room will be 
added to the present Hewitt-street 
School building, and a room in the 
Harper-street School will be set apart 
for this purpose. The estimated cost 
will be $300 for the rooms and $300 for 
fitting them for use, which with the 
teacher’s salary will bring the total ex- 
pense to about $1200. 

After considering the teachers’ re-. 
port, and moving that ten rooms in va- 
rious parts of the city be calcimined 
by the Superintendent of Buildings, 
the board adjourned until 5:15 o’clock 
this afternoon. 

The report of the Teachers’ Commit- 
tee, unanimously adopted, provided 
that leave of absence be granted. to 
Sarah L Putnam for one year, and to 
Mary E. Foy, Nora L. Desmond and 
Mary W. Kilborn to the end of the

Southern Water Development, 


{San Francisco Chronicle:] The Los 
Angeles Times deserves credit for its 
exhaustive inquiry into the recent de« 
velopment of a water supply in South- 
ern California. The Times prints re- 
ports from all the irrigated districts 
there by which it appears that since 
the drought began a systematic search 
for water has been made, with a re- 
sult that, during twelve months past, 
30,000 inches have been added to the 
previous total. Of this 10,797 inches 
are credited to Los Angeles county; 
3770 to San Bernardino county; 3175 ta 
Riverside county; 12,000 to Orange 
county, and 500 to San Diego county. 
In the case of the latter county the 
Times says that about 2000 inches have 
been developed from wells, but that 
the permanent output is one-fourth 
that. The estimates are the result 
of general inspection by a member of 
the Times’ staff, who traveled in all 
some thousands of miles on his zigzag 
rounds of inquiry. 

The courage and energy of the South. 
ern Californians in looking under- 
ground for the water that has been 
withheld by the clouds is strongly 
brought out by the Times’ review. 
These people, instead of sitting down 
disconsolate when a second season of 
drought followed close on the heels 
of the first, went to work with a syill 
and have added enormously in conse- 
quence to their own potential wealth. 
The water secured will make up in good 


‘time for all the losses of the two dry 


years. We are not sure, as things are 
turning out, that the drought was not 
a good thing for all concerned. Ne- 
cessity is the mother of improvement 
as well as invention, and perhaps if it 
had not been fer the danger staring 
the Southern Californians in the face 
they would have let things run along 
about as they did before. Now they 
have secured and are still securing 
guarantees against future droughts 
—— will be of incomputable benefit

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 


The  water-developing spirit has

SCHOOL BUND ELECTION. | 


NEW HIGH SCHOOL DEFEATED. 
COMMON SCHOOL BONDS CARRY. 


Only a INfteen-Per-Cent. Vote Polled 
and Vv Little Interest Mani- 
fested—What 1 Be Done With 
the Money to Be Realized. 


The voters of the city yesterday gave 
their sanction to the proposition to is- 
sue bonds to the amount of $200,000 for 


| the purpose of making general school 


improvements. At the same time they 
decided positively against the proposi- 
tion to issue $220,000 worth of bonds for 
the erection and equipment of a new 
High School. Special bond elections 
seldom arouse any. -great. interest 
throughout the city, and yesterday's 
election was no exception to the rule. 
being given even less attention than is 
usually accorded such events. Only a 
15 per cent. vote was polled, and but 
for the fact that the election has been 
in a sense coupled with the water-bond 
election today in the public mind, it is 
believed that the percentage of the 
total vote cast would not have been.as 
large as it was. 

There was nothing on the streets or 
elsewhere to indicate that an election 
was in progress, and even at most of 
the polling places there were no gath- 
erings of voters or others asina general 
election. The election officers at the 
several precincts had little to do ex- 
cept at long Intervals during the day. 

For the purpose of this special school 
bond election, as is the case with ref- 
erence to the water-bond election to- 
day, the city had been divided into six- 
teen general precincts by the combina- 
tion of not less than four or more than 
six regular precincts. In the formation 
of the precincts no particular attention 
was paid to ward boundaries, so that 
there is no means of comparing the 
ward vote cast yesterday with that of 
any previous election. The small vote 
polled indicates that there was very 
little work done either for or against 
either of the school-bond propositions. 

Simple as were the duties of the elec- 
tion officers and explicit as had been 
their instructions, some of them did not 
seem to know. how to make their re- 
turns to the City Clerk’s office. Some 
of them sealed up all their poll books, 
tally sheets, copies of the Great Reg- 
ister and other papers in one large 
envelope, and then sealed that with 
rope and then failed to’ mark on the 
outside of the package the number of 
the precinct, this omission being cor- 
rected by them when they reached the 
City Hall. Others failed to indicate on 
the outside of their official envelopes the 
result of the count, making it very 
difficult for the City Clerk to secure the 
official returns. The result was that 
the returns were not secured until sev- 
eral hours after the count had been 
completed. 

The High School bonds received the 
necessary two-thirds vote in only one 
precinct, the ninth, which is part of the 
Fifth Ward and includes the recently- 
annexed University district. If the re- 
sult in the First Precinct, in which Gar- 
vanza is included, indicates how the 
people in that recently-annexed suburb 
voted, they must have been opposed to 
the proposed High School, for the vote 
against it in that precinct was the 
largest in the city. In four of the pre- 
cincts the High School _ proposition 
lacked a majority of the vote cast. to 
say nothing of a two-thirds vote. This 
was not true of the common school 
bonds in any of the precincts. The offi- 
cial vote by precincts was as follows:

The money realized from the sale of 
the $200,000 worth of schoo! bonds is 
to be used for the general improvement 
of the common schools of the city. Ac- 
cording to the plans for these improve- 
ments, submitted by the Board of 
Education to the City Council, the 
erection of six new school buildings is 
intended; additions are to be made to 
five buildings already in use by the 
department; two schools are to be 
moved to locations better suited to the 
convenience of the pupils in their re- 
spective districts; seven lots ure to 
be purchased, one being a lot on which 


a school building now stands, but to || 


which the department has no deed, and 
the other being for the purpose of giv- 
ing more room to and about jresent 
school buildings. 

It is impossible to determine exactly 
the amount that will be spent for any 
one item, because it cannot be known 
what the contract prices for new build- 
ings will be, what the additions will 
cost, or what the lots will be sold for. 
In the matter of expending the money 
the City Council will have to approve 
the demands, but the Board of Educa- 
tion will have charge of the work of 
making the proposed improvements.

NOT EFFECTIVE YET. 


Erroneous Idea as to Bicycle and. 
Other Wehicle Ordinance. 
From some unknown source the re- 
port became current yesterday that the 
provision of the recently-adopted bi- 
cycle and other vehicle ordinance re- 
quiring that all bicycles shall be 
equipped with bells or whistles, would 
‘| go into effect today. As a result, many 
wheelmen called at the City Hall to as- 
certain whether it was true. Even at 
the City Hall there was a difference 
of opinion for a time, some of the offi- 
cials having misunderstood the meas- 
ure, and some of the wheelmen were 
informed that the bell provision of the 

ordinance would take effect today. 
Such is not the case, however, al- 
though it would appear to be upon 
close examination of the ordinance. 
The measure provides, among other 
things, that “it shall be unlawful for 
any person to ride a bicycle, tricycle, 
velocipede or other riding machine or 
vehicle within the corporate limits of 
the city of Los Angeles after the ex- 
piration of thirty days from the pas-— 
sage of this ordinance, without having 
attached to said bicycle, tricycle, ve- 
locipede or other riding machine or 
vehicle, a bell, gong or whistle in good 
working order, ete.” This ordinance 
was adopted by the City Council, July 
24, and if that action of the Council 
could be considered the “passage” of 
the ordinance 2s is meant in the sec- 
tion requiring wheelmen to use bells or 
whistles, then that provision would be- 
come effective today. The attention 
of City Attorney Haas was called to 
the matter, and he unhesitatingly 
stated that the meaning of the section 
was to give wheelmen thirty days from 
the time that the ordinance itself took 
effect, and not from: the date of its 
adoption by the City Council. The 
Mayor approved the ordinance August 
3, and it was officially published 
August 4; therefore the bell or whistle 
section does not take effect until Sep-. 
tember 3, or thirty days after the offi- 
cial publication. After that date the 
ordinance is to be strictly enforced. ’ 


THE CLAIM. 


Policeman Fowler Exonerated of 
the Charge of Gambling. 
Because of the failure of Policeman 
Fowler to pay a debt of $30 alleged to 
be due a client of Attorney Hentig, 
that attorney appeared before the 
Board of Police Commissioners some 
time ago, and in demanding that the 
board take such action as would com- 
pel a payment, he remarked that Fow- 
ler had been spending some of his 
money playing poker. In response to 
questions from members of the board 
the attorney said he had not seen the 
games, but he had received his infor- 
mation from persons who had said they 
were willing to make affidavit to the 
allegation. As gambling by a policeman 
is contrary to the rules of the depart- 
ment, the matter. was referred to the 
Chief, and. he said he would investi- 

gate it.

AVALON WHARFAGE. 


SUPERVISORS WILL LET COURTS 
SETTLE THE QUESTION. 


After Listening to Lengthy Argu- 
ments Anent Fixing Rates They 
Pigeon-hole the Matter on the 
District Attorney’s Opinion. 


The further hearing of C. A. Sum- 
ner’s application to the Board: of Su- 
pervisors asking that rates be fixed 
for the Banning’s wharf at Santa Cat- 
alina Island, was held yesterday fore- 
noon. Bradner W. Lee, Esq., repre- 
sented Mr. Sumner’s interests, while 
those of the allied corporations at Ava- 
lon were looked after by J. A. Gibson, 
Esq. The position assumed by each side 
had already been submitted to the 
board on briefs, and the arguments 
yesterday were along the same prem- 
ises as heretofore outlined. After both 
attorneys had-.more fully amplified 
their arguments, Deputy District At- 
torney Wilbur rendered an opinion, and 
the matter was then taken under ad- 
visement. 

In the afternoon, however, it was 
voted that no action on the application 
Was necessary inasmuch as the rates 
of all wharves in the county weré al- 
ready provided for by the ordinance 
establishing regular wharfage rates. 
Mr. Lee opened the discussion by 
stating in a definite way his position. 
He admitted that the Avalon wharf is 
private property. but he maintained 
that it had long been submitted to pub- 
lic use, and maintained that it was, 
therefore, subject to control by the 
Board of Supervisors. Otherwise there 
was heavy discrimination in that only 
that part ofthe public Wasallowed to go 
to the island that would remunerate the 
Wilmington Transportation Company 
at the rate of $2.25 per person, which 
rate Mr. Sumner deems extortionate. 
All others are. prohibited, although 
everybody in California is asked to the 
island, by way of the wharf, who will 
comply with whatever demand is made 
by the company. Mr. Lee then alluded 
to what he called armed guards, who 
were employed to keep all persons off 
the island who do not make use of the 
wharf in acceding thereto, and thus 
contribute to the company their $2.25 
per capita. ‘And all this,” he said, 
‘notwithstanding the fact that at Ava- 
lon are a regularly laid-out town, ae 
voting precinct, a United States post- 
office, county courts, public hotels and 
public resorts and amusements of all 
kinds.” Under such circumstances, he 
argued that a wharf, constituting the 
sole legal entry to the island by the en- 
tire traveling public, surely ought to be 
subject to public regulation at the regu- 
lar rates, in order to prevent discrim- 
ination and extortion. 

Mr. Gibson began his reply by as- 
suring his opponent that he had skill- 
fully begged the whole question. He 
had done so, he said, in assuming that 
the Avalon wharf was a public wharf 
because submitted to a public use. It 
was stated that it could not be shown 
by-any array of facts whatever that 
the wharf is a public wharf. “On the 
other hand, it has always been a pri- 
vate wharf,” said Mr. Gibson. “Mr. 
Sumner himself, when formerly in 
charge of affairs at Santa Catalina Isl- 
and, painted the first sign, which reads, 
‘Private wharf; keep off.’ The Wil- 
mington Transportation Company does 
not aim or pretend to do a public 
wharfage business, nor take tolls 
therefor. It simply asks the public to 
go over to the island atso much a head, 
and owns a private wharf to handle 
the traffic, but does not ask everybody 
to use it indiscriminately. Is there 
anything to show your honorable 
board that the wharf at Avalon is or 
ever has been used by the entire pub- 
lic, or even by any particular part of 
the public? The wharf is merely a 
private property, and has never been 
dedicated to the public. It is a case in 
counterpart of the large eastern hotel] 
parks. The innkeeper may stand at 
the gateway and exclude any who are 
not his guests.” 

“But I understand that not so very 
many months ago a yachting party 
came down from San Francisco and 
landed, at the rate of $2.25 a person.

MAN OF MANY MISFORTUNES. 


More Light on the History of the 
| Late Joseph Blow. 

It may be -that the testimony of G. 
H. Lillard of Buena . Park, Orange 
county, Cal., will play an important 
part in the settlement of the estate 
of the late Joseph Blow. According 
to Mr. Lillard’s statement, Blow was 
® man of many misfortunes. In the 
first. place he had one fortune swept 
away by an Iowa cyclone. Then he 
lost wife and child. Afterward he 


Jost another fortune through the, fail- 


ure of a bank, and finally died a her- 
mit’s death, with another small for- 
tune buried in the earth, for strangers 
to dig up and quarrel over. 

Writing to the editor of The Times 
from Buena Park, under date of 
August 21, Mr. Lillard says: i . 

“T see an article in the Times of the 
19th inst., concerning the ~ various 
claimants of the estate of Joseph Blow. 
I sold to Mr. Blow the four acres of 
land he left as part of his estate, in 
boom. times. . ubsequently we had 
numerous conversations in which he 
related many incidents and experiences 
of his life. 

“He was reared in England, and in- 
ured to toil and labor from early youth. 
The year 1860 found him living in Iowa, 
He owned a farm, and had money ac- 
cumulated, more than his immediate 
needs called for. <A cyclone swept his 
house, in which he resided, and in 
which his money was stored, with all 
his improvements. 
escaped by taking refuge in the cellar. 
Afterward a child was born to them, 
but ‘both wife and child died in less 
than a year from the time of the 
cyclone. Being discouraged, he sold 
his land, and, to use his own words, 
‘struck for the mountains.’ 

“To pass over much that he related 
of his varied experiences, he said that 
he deposited $6000 in Temple & Work- 
men’s Bank two weeks before it was 
closed, which sum he lost entire. From 
that time he eschewed banks. 

“His parents were strict Methodists. 
He said that for a while after he came 
to this country from England he corre- 
sponded with two sisters there, but had 
not heard from them for some twenty 
years. It is now at least six years 
since he told me about the two sisters. 
He did not say they were all the rela- 
tives he had there, but I 80 inferred. 
I write this in the interest of truth and 
justice.” 

Al Workman of this city was also 
one of Blow’s most intimate acquain- 
tnnces, and heard him speak of his 
English relatives. The statements 
the old man made from time to time 
to surviving friends may go a long way 
toward determining who the. rightful 
heirs to the Blow estate are.

The Ortega 
woman has in addition a forty days’ 
‘floater’. which she will be required to 
serve. The third woman arrested, 
Grace Doty, was so drunk that she had 
to be carried to the Police Station on 
a stretcher. She is a married woman, 
and sometimes lives with her husband, 
so she was not complained against for 
vagrancy, but was given a sentence of 
$5 or five days for drunkenness.

Los Angeles, Aug. 22. 

MONLY IN THE WEST. Fears that 
the West may draw heavily on the 
Fast for money “to move the crops 
may not be well founded, The “crops 
are moving” pretty freely now, and 
are increasing the supply of money in 
the West, which is alimody rather lib- 
eral. At Des Moines, fowa, the banks 
hold $2,600,000 in deposits more than 
gix months aso. The cashter of une 
of those banks says: “Th? conditjon of 
deposits in Des Moines banks is a good 
barometer of Dusiness conditions 
throughout Iowa. A considerable por- 
tion of these deposits ore from coun- 
try banks. Bonks in all parts of thie 
Siaie are learning the convenience and 
benefit of keeping accounts in cs 
Moines. Their deposits increase here 
as they do in their home: banks.’ 

At Indianapolis the national banks 
hold in deposits $2,700,000 more then in 
the spring. The total deposits held by 
the national banks of that city egsre- 
gate $18,100,000. 


COMMERCIAL. 
ACTIVE WHEAT MOVEMENTS. 


The Cincinnati Price Current shows 
that during the ton weeks ending July 
$4 there were 11,266,000 bushels of Win- 
ter wheat shipped to these markets 
against §,610,000 in 1898 and 3,867,000 in 
3897: the spring wheat movement was 
$4,850,000 this year, against 14,212,600 
last year, and 16,736,000 the yeor before. 
The spring wheat receipts are seen to 
be strikingly beyond precedent. “We 
believe.’ says the journal quoted, “this 
grain hos been sold without regard to 
sendin. forward for storage. We iso 
believe this grain to have been recently 
sold, and not moved now io fill con- 
tracts made eariier. We believe it 
reasonable to consider that the holders 
of this wheat have been carrying it 
under the hose of higher prices, 
strengthened with ihe edvance of the 
seoson in its disclosures of an unfa- 
vorable nature veoncerning the Winter 
wheat crop, which hope has vanished 
svith the failure of the market to be 
influenced as expected from such cause 
ard under the generally encouraging 
conditions surrounding the epring 
wheat promise. With ihese elements 
has been the fact of the narvest pe- 
riod being at hand, with fts understood 
influence ogainst a rising tendency 11 
prices. Evidently it was the plentiful- . 
ess of the wheat and lack of specwa- 
encouragement ifor carrying it 
orward to the new season that has 
brought this grain into the distribu- 
tive centers in the recent past. Millers 
may have purchosed freely under the 
cdhviction that while prices may not 
be regarded as esypeciaily low they 
should not be expected to go much 
lower under any probable circuim- 
stances in the near future. They need 
not rmecessarily expect a notable ad- 
vance.” 


ACTIVE FRUIT MARKETS. For 
the week ended August 15 there were 
shipped from this State of fresh fruit 
485 carloads, compared with 299 in the 
corresponding week last year. Of these 
235 carloads were peaches and 171° 
pears. There were 23 carloads of table 
grapes. For the season to the same 
date the total movement had been 3859 
carloeds. The items are interesting as 
showing where there was a falling off 
and where an increase. They are:

Inethe last six weeks there have been 
shipped from the State about 200 car- 
loads of dried apricots. The great bulk 
of these were from south of the moun- 
tains. A carload of these is worth to 
the California shipper over $2500, and 
the whole has brought into the State 
more than $500,000. There are still 
about 100 carloads, perhaps 150, to go 
forward. 

A carload of the deciduous fruit is 
worth to the shipper from $500 to twice 
that sum. The whole amount brought 
in has been over $2,000,000, perhaps: 
nearly $3,000,000. There will be a great 
deal more fruit shipped in all forms. 
The figures on fresh kinds will not 
reach early enthusiastic estimates, 
which ran to 10,000 cars. But there 
will be 2000 cars of peaches, and with 
prunes, raisins and nuts, the move- 
ment will be continuous and the money 
returns very large. The banks are 
made cognizant of these conditions by 
the large amount of exchange in the 
East offered for sale. By the time 
these crops are out of the way, oranges 
will take the center of the stage. For 
the winter months there are 16,000 to 
18,000 carloads of these to go. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

RUSSIAN RAILWAY FARES. The 
Russian authorities have of late years 
displayed conspicuous energy in de- 
veloping the immense resources of this 
vast empire, and the building of new 
railways forms a conspicuous feature 
in this scheme, says Engineering. <Ac- 
cording to some statistics recently pub- 
lished at the instance of the Finance 
Ministry, there are at present open to 
traffic 26,750 miles of railway in Rus- 
sia. and in course of construction or 
decided to be built no less than 7400 
miles of railway. Of.these about half 
will be built as state railways, while 
the rest will be constructed by private 
initiative. According to the present 
calculations, at least, the bulk of these 
lines will be ready in a couple of years’ 
time. making an aggregate of over 34,- 
000 miles, in addition to which new 
projects are continually coming to the 
fore. It goes without Saying that the 
traffic of the Russian railways shows 
@& rapid increase. In 1886 the total num- 
ber of passengers carried amounted to 
37,885,000 persons, which figure ten years 
later had risen to 655.000.000 persons.

Butter is steady for all fine grades. The 
best from San Francisco_will cost now nearly 
52% cents in store here, 

Heans are quict. Outside quotations on all 
kinds are an extreme, and on so cull a mar- 
ket most business is done at concessions from. 
the tcp figures. . 

Dried fruit is quict. Most of the apricot 
pack is out of first hands, less than fifty 
cars being still held by driers. About two 
hundred cars have been sent East. The State 
pack all told may not exceed 300 cars, yet 
there is some difference of opinion on th-s 
ecore, it being held by some that it will 
reach 350. Not to exceed fifty cars were dried 
north of the mountains. Prices are steady at 
10% cents from first hands for good fruit in 
sacks. No peaches are offered here. In San 
Francisco 6 cents is the quoted price for the 
early spot stock, and about & t) 5% cents for 
futures, although both buyers and _ sellers 
seem content to await the actual market 
rather than speculate in conditions 2 month 
to come. 

Seasonable fresh fruits are 
prices substantially unchanged. 

Poor potatoes are in excess of the demand 
and weak. Few of the best sell above $1.49 
per cental. 

Summer vegctables are pretty plentiful and 
some are lower. Tomatoes sell down to 40 
conts per box. 

Sugar is off % of a cent, presumably 
syinpathy with the East, where a renewal 
ihe great fight has caused prices to sag % 
a cent.

NEW YORK MARKETS, 


| Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—A fierce conflict 
raged all day between opposing speculative 
interests on the Stock Exchange. The in- 
dustrial specialties were the chosen field of 
battle, and the most violent contest raged 
about Brooklyn Transit, as has been the case 
for many days past. This stock showed evi- 
dence of support at the opening of the stock 
market, and got at one time over a point 
above last night’s closing level. In the face 
of this support, and a rally in International 
Paper from its severe loss of yesterday, the 
bears turned their attention to other stocks, 
which seemed for the moment to offer a more 
vulnerable point of attack. Sugar dropped 
almost immediately to 24% on account of the 
cut of prices of refined sugar by the com- 
pany, and the meeting of it by competing 
concerns. Steel and Wire lost 2 points «n 
the failure of the Listing Committee of the 
Stock Exchange to act favorably on appli- 
cation of the company for the addition of the 
stock to the listed department of the ex- 
change. Later in the doy Manhattan and 
Consolidated Gas were added to the object- 
ive points of the bears. All these stocks were 
so severely handled as to check very ma- 
terinily the disposition’ to buy railroad 
stocks which showed itself in continued force 
during the early hours of the trading. Much 
has been hoped by the friends of Brooklyn 
Transit from the publication of a statement 
of the company’s finances and estimates of 
earning power under the recent consolido- 
tion. The statement when published proved 
to be obscure, and the estimates were so 
far from sptisfactory that a perfect deluge

The cactus contains sufficient mvisture for 
their needs. Today the turtles had a gr-at 
feast on watermeion, cabbage and lettu e 
brought from shore. They do not chew tneir 
food «s do most animals. They bite it only 
ence, but their sharp, spiny teeth cut it 
finely so it is ready to swallow. They are 
not at all ferocious, and about the cnly 
way they can harm ::ny one is by an uninten- 
tional bite on the fingers. Their meat is_ 
pronounced delicious, and the layer cf fat 
between the meat and the shell produces 
an oil which the natives of the islands care 
said to use instead of butter. 

Some of the live turtles on the vessel were 
taken lest December, Their precuremene is 
very difficult, not because of their attempis 
to escape, but cn account of the rouch ch:r- 
acter of the country. There «re few gcod 
londing places nesr where they may be 
teken. They are likely to become extinct. 
Formerly they might be taken on oll the 
islands of the group, but now they are 
found in but two.
